ABSTRACT OF IMPORTANT ORDERS. 
Tue Secretary of War has issued the following order: 
Wasurneton, D. C., May 15, 1877. 


Disbursing officers are notified that there will be no 
funds available for the purchase of supplies for the 
Army after July 1, 1877. Under section 3,732 of the 
Revised Statutes, contracts and purchases for clothing, 
subsistence, forage, fuel, quarters, and transportation 
may be made to meet the aciual necessities until Con- 
gress shall havea had time to act upon an appropria- 
tion bili, that is to say, the indispensable require- 
ments of the Service from July 1 to Dec. 81, 1877. 
All advertisements for contracts under this section, 
as well as the contracts themselves, will state that 
the payment depends upon a further appropriation 
for this purpose. Under the delivery of supplies 
under such a contract, disbursing officers are author- 
ized to issue certified vouchers stating in substance 
the sum due, to whom due, on what accounts, and 
that it has not been paid for want of funds. G. O. 
77 ot the series of 1873, in so far as it conflicts with 
this order, is hereby suspended until farther orders.

The Superintendents of Mounted and General Re- 
cruiting Service will give orders for the discontinu- 
ance, on June 1, 1877, of all rendezvous for which rent 
is paid. The recruiting parties will be ordered to the 
General Recruiting Depots, with their arms and equip- 
ments, 

The uniform clothing, flags, etc., will be carefully 
packed and shipped to the nearest depot of the Quar- 
termaster’s Department, viz.: Philadelphia, Jefierson- 
ville (Indiana), or San Francisco. 

Unless arrangements can be made to safely store the 
furniture aud other recruiting property—payment to 
be made when the next appropriation may become 
available—ail such property will be sold. 

Such of the officeis on the Recruiting Service as are 
needed, or can be quartered at the depots, will be or- 
der d there; the others will be put on “awaiting 
orders” until the Recruiting Service can be resumed.

Fort Laramie.—The following report has been re- 
ceived from the Secretary of the Monahan B. B. Club: 
On May 6th, the lovers of our National (tame assem- 
bled to the number of about 500—including many 
citizens en route for the Black Hills—to witness the 
much talked of game between the Monahan B. B. C., 
Co. G, 3d Cav., and Co. C, 9th Inf. The Monahans 
are a strong nine, in excellent practice, and work to- 
gether like clockwork, and the consequence was that 
the Infantry nine fell easy victims to their opponents, 
to the time of 29 x 3. The Monahans excelled both at 
the bat and in the field ; in fact, outplayed their oppo- 
nents at all points. The base playing of Delmego, 
Phelan and Lang, and short field of Manion, was ex- 
cellent. Rosenbe attended to everything behind 
the bat, but the chief feature of the game was the 
effective pitching of Conly, fourteen men retiring on 
strikes, and not one base hit made on bis pitching. 
The Monahans were short the services of their left and 
centre field, but owing to the curvejline pitching of 
Conly, anc good judgment generally, their loss was 
not felt. The umpiring of Sergt. sey, Co. A, 3d 
Cav., B. B. C., gave general satisfaction. 

A correspondent of the New York Sun, writing 
from Fort Laramie, W. T., May 2, says: This garrison 
is in a state of ferment just now. Not only are there 
four cases of small-pox, one of insanity and half a 
dozen of scarlet fever, but there are a dozen applicants 
for the position of post trader. Of these, three are 
prominent candidates—the present incumbent, Mr. J. 
8. Collins, Col. John W. Skiles, and Col. Bullock. 
The Post Council of Administration voted to install 
Coi. Bullock in Mr. Collins’s enviable place, but its 
recommendations were disapproved by the command- 
ing officer. Col. Skiles now appeared to further com- 
plicate matters, and Mr. Collins hurried East in search 
of counter influence. He has not yet returned. Mean- 
while Cols. Skiles and Bullock have become strangely 
reconciled to each other, and outstripped all other 
claimants. Under their joint entreaties the Post 
Council recommends Col. Skiles; and whatever en- 
dorsement the commandant may see fit to attach 
thereto, it is more than likely that the decision of the 
Council will be approved and ordered executed in 
Washiagton. Itis not generally known that, next to 
Fort Sill, this has been the most lucrative post for 
sutlers in the United States. It is on the direct line to 
the Black Hills, and is a stopping point on the road to 
the agencies and Fort Fetterman. It is usually the 
station of a large garrison of troops, and has been the 
point of organization and equipment for all Indian ex- 
peditions or commissions in this department. It is one 
vf the best gifts at the disposal of the President, and 
pays better than a custom house. It has rarely failed 
to net $50,000 per year for the fortunate trader.

Alcatraz News.—A press telegram from San Fran- 
cisco says that Lieut. W. W. Fleming, A. A. Q. M. and 
A. C. S. at Alcatraz, obtained leave of absence on the 
5th of May for ten days and took the overland train.

It is the very best record the company 
has ever made, and I doubt if it can be beaten much. 
It includes every man and music boy in company. 
Instruction is given from Wingate’s Manual, and to 
that work I am indebted for the great improvement in 
the firing of my company. It is poor compared with 
your doings at Creedmoor, but remember we are only 
allowed 10 cartridges per man each month. The men 
have to be constantly out scouting, and when in garri- 
son are at labor from morning to night. This record 
includes both the Creedmoor and U. 8. Regulation 
target, so that you can compare both. The average 
inches are only for hits; readers can add as many 
inches as they choose for each miss. Size of a good 
barn door might be nearly correct. The absurdity of 
the Army rule, in always counting 20 inches for a 
miss, will be more easily seen in this record. A man 
might hit the target every time and his actual mea- 
sured inches might for 10 shots count over 420 inches, 
whereas the man that did not hit would only count 200 
inches, and of course would show as the best shot. I 
don’t think it fair.

PROMOTION IN THE GERMAN ARMY.—I. 
To Lieut. F. V. Greene, of the Engineer Corps of 


;| the Army, we are indebted for the translation which 


follows, of some very interesting ‘‘notes on the prepara- 
tion of general officers for command in Prussia,” 
which appeared in the Journal des Sciences Militaires for 
April, 1877. The conclusion of the article on “ Pusi- 
tions Influencing the Promotion of Generals” we shall 
publish next week. 

INSTRUCTION. 

Different Positions Occupied by an Officer Destined to 
Become a General Officer.—The Prussian staff* has 
thoroughly established itself not only as a well organ- 
ized arm of the service, capable of meeting fully all its 
requirements, but it is also one of the means employed 
for making generals the supreme end of any military 
system. It is a most valuable means of enlarging the 
ideas of officers and of increasing the variety and ex- 
tent of their professional knowledge. 

The command of troops is the central point towards 
which every one must inevitably strive; but every 
officer with a future career passes more or less time in 
special positions; he performs the duties of adjutant 
of battalion, of regiment, of brigade, of division, of 
army corps; he serves in the staff of divisions, of army 
corps, at grand headquarters; is attuched to the per- 
sonal staft of the king or the princes; is sent as profes- 
sor or dircctur in aschool, member of one of the 
numerous commissions on examinations and studies, 
chief or member of one of the sections or director of 
one of the bureaus of the War Department, military 
attaché to embassies, etc., etc. 

The following table shows some of the principal 
kinds of instruction and duties, away from troops, per- 
formed by Prussian generals in order to prepare them- 
selves for command. 

This table treats of all the generals commanding 
active troops mentioned in the organization (ordre de 
hataille) of July 18, 1870, and the nature of their services 
has been extracted from the ‘‘ Militarische Biographien 
des Offiziers Corps,” by Glagenapp. The first figure in 
the table below shows the number of generals, and the 
second, in parenthesis, the proportion per centum:

The proportion of general officers who have served 
in the staff is much greater for the higher grades. 
Thus it is only 29 per 100 in the major-generals, and 
reaches 63 per 100 in the lieutenant-generals, and 50 
per 100 among the generals of infantry or cavalry. 

Time Passed in the General Staff.—The time passed 
in the general staft by each officer varies according to 
the special aptitude of the officer. The good of the 
service being in view, the tour of staft duty of every 
officer who shows special aptitude for this service is pro- 
longed; but those who do not appear to especially 
fulfil its requirements are returned to their regiments 
very promptly. The intelligence and education of 
these latter will none the less be developed among new 
surroundings, and they will have acquired knowledge 
of which they will later learn the application. 

The preference then is given, at one time to the good 
of the service itself, at another to the general, instruc- 
tion of the army; in the first case, in retaining on staff 
service the exceptional officers; in the second, in pass- 
ing through this service the greatest possible number 
of officers. Thus, of 38 generals who have served in 
the staff, 11 only have served there more than 10 years; 
Moltke, 33 years; Voigts Rhetz, 17; Blumenthal, 16; 

















* It must be remembered that the word staff as used in the U. 
8. Army does not mean the same thing as the Prussian “‘ staff” 
(Generalstab). This corps has nothing to do with the purchase 
of supplies nor with medical attendance, which are confided to 
the semi-civil officers of the Intendance and Medica) Department; 
ner with the pay, subsistence, or clothing accounts of the so}- 
dier, which are administered by an officer of the regiment. Its 
duties relate to the higher branches of the military science—th® 
planning of campaigns and the collection of every kind of data 
necessary for making these plans.

PROMOTION. 


Age of Generals.—Promotion to the grade of general 
affects a character of regularity which does not exist in 
other European armies, where we are apt to see sub- 
lieutenants of more than 40 years of age commanded 
by generals younger than themselves. 

The community of origin, of instruction, and of 
labor permits promotion to be regulated without incon- 
venience, by the application of the principle of 
seniority. Tne endeavor is to avoid sacrificing the future 
to the present by according, at times, too much to the 
brilliant qualities of youth, to the energy, the enthu- 
siasm, which often disappear with age, and special 
efforts are made to keep constant watch upon intelli- 
gence of officers called to occupy high rank. The 
decay of physical force is in some sort successively 
replaced by intellectual and moral force. Thus it is 
that in Prussia an officer 1s considered to have reached 
his maximum value only between 50 and 70 years of 
age. So the generals which they employ are much 
older than ours. 

The following table, deduced from the documents 
cited above, gives the age of the generals commanding 
the active troops in the organization of July 18, 1870:

NEW BOOKS. 


Recollections of Samuel Breck, with passages from the 
Note-books (1771-1862). Edited by H. E, Scudder. 
Philadelphia : Porter and Coates, 1877. 

This handsome duodecimo is from the press of a 
publishing house which is becoming noted for excel- 
lent judgment in selecting its manuscripts, and for the 
fine specimens of book making turned out by its work- 
men. : 
Mr. Breck, whose Recollections occupy the volume 
before us, died in Philadelphia in 1862, at the age of 
91. His memory, which was excellent to the last, 
could thus span the entire period embraced in the 
history of our country from the beginning of the war 
for Independence to that of the late war. He appears 
to have been a great traveller, and the intimate friend 
of prominent individuals among his uwn countrymen, 
and gives many curious and amusing reminiscences of 
local and foreign characters of note in their day. 
Sketches of the social life of Boston, New York, and 
Philadelphia during two centuries are mingled with 
shrewd observations on public affairs in America. As 
Mr. Scudder says in his preface, ‘‘'To have talked 
with an old man who has a clear and intelligent 
memory, is to have enjoyed some of the advantages of 
age with the bright imagination of youth.” To those 
who would experience this novel sensation, we cor- 
dially recommend the perusal of this book. 

The Magazine of American History, with Notes and 
Queries.

It is stated that a prominent officer of our Navy 
receatly had the opportunity of examining the draw- 
ings of the marine ram planned by Adml.

Whatever may be 
the origin of Admiral Sartorius’ ram, whether it be 
original in all its parts or modified, he is pleased to 
know that apparently the same ideas of construction 
exist, and that if not at home they are receiving a 
practical development abroad. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Edinburgh Scotsman 
writes from Pera as follows: “In a London paper I 
notice a telegram from its Washington correspondent 
to the effect that the American squadron in Euro- 
pean waters has been ordered to proceed to the port 
of Constuntinople.

Hon. John Goode, Jr., accompanied the party to the 
Navy-yard and went up to Washington with them, 
Secretary Thompson said that after the commence- 
ment of the next fiscal year—July 1—he hoped to be 
able to resume work, and the officers were assured 
that the Norfolk Navy-yard would receive its full 
share. He condemned the practice of awarding con- 
tracts for building United States vessels to private 
parties upon two grounds: first, because the Govern- 
ment owns Navy-yards in which such vessels should 
be built; and, second, because the work could be 
done in these yards much cheaper and better. Ac- 
cording to the Landmark the Secretary made a very 
favorable impression upon el! who formed his ac- 
quaintance, and the people have reason to congratu- 
late themselves that so important a Departwent is 
presided over by an honest and worthy man. The 
Secretary proposes to visit, as the public business 
will permit, each of the yards on the Atlantic coast, 
and to have with him the experienced heads of the 
Bureaus, when they can be spared, with a view to 
joint examization and discussion upon any matters 
touching the management of the yards and their im- 
proved efficiency.

NAvy DEPARTMENT, ? 
WASHINGTON, May 9, 1877. § 
To : 
Sir: I have carefully considered the probable em- 
barrassment to which the officers and men of the 
Navy will be subjected because of the deficiency under 
appropriation ‘‘ Pay of the Navy,” and consequent 
inability to make the current payments fur the months 
of April, May and June. But [ find myself unable, 
without violating express provisions of law, to aftord 
them any relief in an official form. If I possessed the 
power it would gratify me to exercise ‘t for their 
protection. 

The law prohibits all the Departments of Govern- 
ment from expending, in any fiscal year, any sum in 
excess of appropriations for that year, or from involv- 
ing the Government in any contract for the future 
payment of money in excess of such appropriations. 
It, moreover, subjects any officer who shall violate it 
to indictment and punishment. These provisions are 
imperative, and leave me without any official discre- 
tion whatever. 

At the expiration of each month any officer on your 
rolls who may desire it, may be furnished by you with 
a certificate of the accompanying form, showing the 
amount due him by the Government. If the law per- 
mitted to be attached to this a promise by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy that the money would be paid out of 
any future appropriation, it is believed there would be 
no difficulty in procuring money upon it. But as this 
is impossible under the law, all further transactions 





must be conducted solely between the officer holding 

the certificate and the person advancing the pay.

The fleet officers referred to hold their positions by 
accident, and temporarily, unless the Navy Depart- 
ment, rather than incur the expense of relieving them, 
or for other reasons, shail determine to retain them in 
their positions for the short time required to complete 
the cruise of the flagship now on the South Pacific 
Station. 

It is evident that your correspondent’s information in 
regard to fleet duties are neither very clear or complete. 
As the swindler or swindlJers implied in the assumed 
‘* swindle on the Government” are not designated, no 
direct reply can be expected to the charge, nor do I 
think it can be sustained unless it is shown that posi- 
tion and pay have been given or obtaiped illegally, by 
fraud or under false pretenses. 

The fact that eleven chief engineers were on ‘“‘ special 
duty ” on the 1st of January, 1877, does not appear to 
be a sufficient cause for serious alarm—and I will sug- 
gest to ‘‘ Nous Verrons” that his ‘‘ perhaps there are 
more in that grade than can be profitably used,” can, 
with at least equal reason, be applied to other grades 
not of the staff.

THE COMPOUND ENGINE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Srr: Discussion and ventilation of those subjects that 
aftect any branch of the Government service, if carriea 
on dispassionately and simply with a view to be in- 
structed, and to instruct, is healthy and productive of 

ood. 
. It is with such a disposition that I venture to write 
about; the compound engine for naval purposes. 

As iar as I can learn the greatest argument in favor 
of that type of engine is economy in the use of coal, 
and that is certainly a very strong point. The economy 
consists in getting double duty out of the steam: it is 
admitted at a high pressure into a smull cylinder. 
After doing its work there, it passes to a larger one, 
where, with the assistance of the vacuum, almost ag 
much work is done as in the first instance, and in this 
the saving of fuel takes place. The boilers are propor- 
tionally stronger and cylindrical in form, and occupy 
about as much space as ordinary boilers. In fact, the 
compound engines in the Vandalia, a vessel of 2,110 
tons displacement measurement, occupy seventy feet 
fore and alt, while the engines (simple) of the Zicon- 
deroga take up only 54 feet, and the TZiconderoga is 
2,526 tons displacement measurement. The Ziconde- 
roga goes twelve knots per hour at maximum speed, 
and the Vandalia twelve and six-hundredtbs. The 
Jiconderoga burns forty-nine tons of coal in 24 hours 
and the Vandalia twenty-eight. The 7Ziconderoga has 
a two-bladed screw and the Vandalia a four-bladed 
screw. The pressure of steam carried by these vessels 
I do not know, but take it for granted that the Zicon- 
deroga carries between 30 and 40 pounds and the 
Vandalia between 60 and 70. 

Conceding the economy of fuel in the Vandalia, two 
comparisons might be made to properly discuss the 
merits of the two ships. First, the cost of the engines 
and boilers at the time the ships first went to sea, and 
secondly, the cost of repairs during the first, second, 
and third years. By the end of the third year all the 
defects and merits would be known, and the discussion 
of economy would be simplified. As the Vandalia has 
only been commissioned a year, the Swatara with the 
same engines and boilers could be taken in comparison, 
as she has been commissioned since May, 1874. This 
data can be got at; but as I have not obtained it, I will 
concede the point that the cost of the engines were the 
sume in the Ziconderoga aud Vandalia. The question 
then comes up as to repairs, and from experience with 
the two types of engines, I cannot concede that the 
compound engines require less repairs than the simple 
engine. I served one year in the San Jacinto, under 
steam most of the time, and the boilers were old, and 
the engine considerably worn. No repairs were made 
outside of the Engineers’ Department of the ship. I 
was a year in the Swatara, a new ship with compound 
engines, and the repairs outside of those made by our 
own force amounted to nearly two thousand dollars in 
gold. The engines and boilers being in, we now come 





low pressure of steam. 

The experiments at Sandy Hook demonstrated the 
fact that explosions with high steam were more 
damaging in effect than with low steam, and on board

would cause more loss of life and property than one 
exploding with thirty pounds. 

Ships-of-war are built to fight; they are liable to re- 
ceive a shot in the boilers, and the loss will be greater 
or less in proportion to the pressure of steam on those 
boilers, and in fact the ship hersc|f may be endangered. 
In this view of the case, is it economy to carry high 
steam? and compound engines lose their economy 
unless you do carry high steam. Ships-of-war for pro- 
tection of commerce and for cruising purposes, should 
be able to go under canvas, as fast as the fastest mer- 
chant sailing ships, and under steam they ought to 
steam faster than ordinary steam ships. In action 
those oa board should feel confident that the rupture 
of a boiler would not hazard the ship. These condi- 
tions cannot be maintained with compound boilers, 
and they can, to a great extent, be maintained with 
simple boilers, although at an expense of fuel. The 
question that presents itself is, whether it is not better 
to spend the money for coal than for life and ships. 
That no accident has happened is no guarantee that 
none will occur, and in view of the fact that the 
European war may cause an increase to our Navy, it is 
not only instructive and proper, but absolutely neces- 
sary for those who have to go to sea in the shipsof the 
Navy, to discuss and understand the merits and faults 
of the engines that drive those ships. 

It is to solicit the exchange of ideas among naval 
men and gentlemen outside of the profession, who have 
the interest of our country at heart, that I am em- 
boldened to make this communication.

== The Offices of the Army and Navy

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HAS CONGRESS ABOLISHED THE ARMY ? 


N impression seems to exist in some quarters, 
that the failure of Congress at its last session 
to make an appropriation for the Army for the next 
fiscal year, amounts to a withdrawal of its consent 
to the existence of the Army. This is quite errone- 
ous. Of course we all know that the maintenance 
of an Army under our system, without the consent 
of Congress, is an impossibility; that expenditures 
for any specific purposes must not exceed the appro- 
priationa for the same ; that in general no pecuniary 
obligation can be incurred which has not been 
provided for by iegislation, etc. These are funda- 
mental political axioms which are at the end of 
overy one’s tongue, and they are the very ones which 
are relied on now to prove that after the 30th of 
June the Army will cease to have a legal existence. 
The error lies in applying these principles to the 
present state of facts, and in assuming that there is 
no difference between the American system and the 
English from which it has sprung. There is no dif- 
ference so far as regards the principles mentioned, 
but there is a very material difference in the manner 
ef their application—the machinery of their 
execution. 

English jealousy of a standing army has led to this 
—that a specific compact is annually made by the 
Crown and Parliament, fixing the number of men 
deemed necessary to be kept on foot. This compact 
has been embodied in the preamble to the Mutiny 
act since 1721, and on it the estimates and appro- 
priations are based. The Mutiny act is an annual 
act, which if not renewed would leave the English 
army without any statutory code of military law, 
and, indeed, without any code of military law at all, 
for, according to the best authorities, the Articles of 
oun) 7% issued by the Sovereign by virtue of the power 
conferred upon him by the Mutiny act, would expire 
with that act. The English army exists, therefore, 
only from year to year. How is it with us? 

When the Constitution went into force we had a 
small standing army, which the first Congress adopted 
as the military peace establishment of the United 


8.|] States. That military peace establishment exists to- 


day, and is the one whose demise on the 30th of June 
is now predicted. It has, of course, been subjected to 
many alterations, but its existence has been a con- 
tinuous one. It has not been annually renewel. In 
the precise form in which one act of Congris: hes 
left it, it has remained until remodelled by another. 
It has never been deemed necessary at stated inter- 





going. Once constitutionally created it remains 
uatil constitutionally disbanded. And how is that 
t> be effected ? 

The Army is the creature otf Congress. If Con- 
gress wills that it shall exist, it must exist ; if Con- 
gress wills that it shall cease to exist, that will must 
be executed; but the will creating it being once 
arrived at, remains the will of Congress until formally 
withdrawn. Now, the question, as suggested by the 
present complications, is, whether the failure of Con- 
gress to make an appropriation is in fact sucha 
formal revocation of its will? Let us consider for a 
moment how this failure happened. We had at the 
last session of Congress two Houses politically ar- 
rayed against each other. One was in favor of a 
certain reduction of the Army; the other opposed it. 
One unyieldingly insisted on certain concessions as 
conditions precedent to the voting of supplies; the 
other refused to be thus forced; and the supplies 
were not voted. How did this leave the matter ? 
There was one House whose consent was absolutely 
necessary to the reduction of the Army absolutely 
withholding its consent—one of the Houses of Con- 
gress—determining in as positive a manner as possi- 
ble that the will of Congres& as expressed in the 
established military organization should not be in- 
terfered with in the manner demanded—and yet we 
are told that the failure of the appropriation, that 
is, the failure of the House of Representatives to 
force the Senate to adopt its views, is to be con- 
sidered as doing the very thing (only to a greater 


. |extent) which the Senate had resolved should not 


be done. The power of the House of Representa- 
tives, if this were law, would knownoend, It might 
It would 


stop the whole machinery of Government. 
defy the Constitution. 

A consistent course of legislation indicates the 
correctness of this view, and a specific act of legisla- 
tion confirms it ; showing that Congress has foreseen, 
and, however inadequately, to some extent provided 
for a failure of appropriation ; and thus showing that 
it did not follow that, because an appropriation was 
exhausted, therefore the Army must be disbanded. 
Sec. 3732 of the Revised Statutes provides that “ no 
contract or purchase on behalf of the United States 
shall be made, unless the same is authorized by law 
or is under an appropropriation adequate to its ful- 
filment, except in the War and Navy Departments, 
for clothing, subsistence, forage, fuel, quarters, or 
transportation, which, however, shall not exceed the 
necessities of the current year.” -Whatever may have 
been the circumstances under which this provision 
originally became law, it cannot be maintained that 
in its present form it has a particular application to 
a state of war. 

So far as the will of the nation is known—and it 
ean be made known only in one way, by an act ofits 
legislature—it is that the present military esta=lish- 
ment shall be maintained. It is the duty of the 
President to carry out that will so far as in his power 
lies. One House of the Legislature may make it 
difficult, and finally impossible for him to do so, but 
so long as he can carry out the national will, this is 
his plain duty. The present Army is the peace 
establishment which the nation has decided it will 
have. It has not yet decided that it will have any 
other. Is one branch of the legislature to say: “ We 
will regulate this, and if we are not allowed to do 
so, the nation shall not have its will ?” 








PAY OF THE ARMY AND NAVY. 


WE are much encouraged since the last issue of the 
JourRNAL by the progress made in arranging a plan 
by which the pay accounts of officers of the Army 
and Navy may be cashed at a low rate of inter- 
est. The public spirit and personal sympathies of 
c:rtain prominent New York bankers have been 
touched by the pecuniary embarrassment, with which 
a class of faithful public servants are threatened, by 
reason of the temporary inability of the Government 
to pay them for services rendered, and they show a 
disposition to go as far as they can with safety in 
advanciag officers money on their pay accounts of a 
f:w hundred dollars, at the prevailing rate for advan- 
ces to the smount of as many hundred thousands of 
dollars, 

Among the first to move in the matter has been 
the well known house of Messrs. DrexzLt, Moncan

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terest by addressing the following letter to the Secre- 


ary of War: 
New York, May 11, 1877. 
To Hon. George W. McCrary, Secretary of War, Washington, 
D. C.: 


Sir: The failure of Congress to perform what appears to us 
an obvious and sacred duty—namely, the making of the neces- 
sary appropriation for the pay of the officers and men of our 
Army and Navy—and our desire to prevent, if possible, inevit- 
able loss and distress to a class of men whose interests should, 
in our judgment, command the greatest and most earrest solici- 
tude of the Government and of the country, prompt us to ad- 
dress you, sir, the following questions: 

First. What would be the risk one would incur in advancing 
the funds for the — payment of the officers and men ? 

Second. Which are the dates when the sundry payments fall 


ue? 
Third. What would be the probable duration of the outlay ? 
Fourth. Which would be the safest mode of effecting such 


payments? 

Fifth. Could the machinery of the Government be used for 
such purpose ? 

It is not our intention to offer to lend the money to the Gov- 
ernment for the purpose, and thus establish what might perhaps 
be considered an objectionable precedent; nor should we wish 
to do anything to place the officers and men in the light of bene- 
ficiaries; but our idea would be, simply in order to protect the 
men from exorbitant charges, to forma syndicate who would 
furnish the necessary means, say at the rate of five or six per 
cent. per annum. Should the project appear to you practicable 
we shall be pleased to take a leading purt in presenting it to the 
public and supporting it in a liberal and substantial manner, 
and we shall be gratified for any suggestion you may see fit to 
make for the successful carrying outof thescheme. Weremain, 
sir, your obedient servants, DREXEL, MORGAN AND Co. 

As we ventured to hope in our remarks last week 
the Secretary is evidently anxious to meet these gen- 
tlemen in their commendable proposition, provided 
the Government 1s not involved in any infraction of 
law. His reply reads as follows: 

Wasuineron, D. C. May 12, 1877. 
10 Drexel, Morgan and Co., New York; 

GENTLEMEN: Your letter of the 11th is received, and I wish to 
thank you for the kind solicitude which you manifest for the 
necessities of a faithful class of public servants. — 

You make inquiries as to the feasibility of paying the officers 
and men by a syndicate whose rates of discount would be those 
current in ordinary business transactions instead of the extor- 
tionate rates to which they might otherwise be subjected. Such 
a scheme is, in my opinion, entirely practicable, but the laws 
prohibiting any executive officer from involving the Government 
in any liabilities not provided for by appropriations are so posi- 
tive that the transaction must be purely a private one, at the 
risk of the syndicate. 

This risk is, first, the possibility that Congress might not pass 
the Deficiency bill; second, the possibility of officers making 
out fraudulent pay accounts, This I —— as almost nothing. 
Such an offence is sure of detection, and subjects an officer to 
triai by court-martial and dismissal. 

In reply to your questions I would state that the machinery 
of the Government could not be used in any way for the proposed 
purpose. It would be neceseary for you to have your own 

ents. 
oe ethink we can meet most or all of the obligations to discharged 
soldiers by discharging at once all those whose terms expire 
before Nov. 1 and paying them out of the current appropriation. 
The enlisted men are paid on muster and payrolls every two 
months. Only one payment, that of August 31, will intervene 
between July 1 and the meeting of Congress, and as the men are 
fed and clothed by the Government there would be no great 
hardship in postponing their payment until the muster of Octo- 
ber 30. Moreover, there are difficulties in the way of paying 
them, —_ to the provisions of section 1291, Revised Statutes, 
which invalidates any assignment of pay by enlisted men prior 
to their discharge. 

These difticulties do not, however, exist in the case of officers 
who are dependent on their pay for the actual necessities of life. 
They are paid monthly on their own vouchers, of which a copy 
is enclosed. I will consult with the Attorney-General, and if 
there is no legal objection to it I will issue an order authonzing 
paymasters, when accounts are presented to them for payment, 
to put on the back an indorsement somewhat of this sort: 


The within account is believed to be correct, and would be 
paid by me if I had public funds available for that purpose. 
, Paymaster. 


* The officer could then indorse the account to your order and 
your agent could pay it by check or otherwise, less such dis- 
count as you might establish. When an Ss is made 
you can present these indorsed vouchers to the Paymaster-Gene- 
ral for payment. 

Pay for the months of July, August and September. will 
certainly be required, and possibly, also, for October. 

The approximate monthly expenditure for the pay of officers, 
acting assistant surgeons and paymasters’ clerks, and mileage, 
and other payments to officers, is $550,000. You would require 
disbursing agents at Chicago, Ill.; St. Paul, Minn.; Omuha, Neb.; 
Leavenworth, Kansas; New Orleans, La.; San Aatonio, Texas; 
Salt Lake City, Utah; Helena, M. T.; Santa Fe, New Mexico; 
San Francisco, Cal.; Portland, Oregon, and Prescott, Arizona, 
and possibly a few others. From New York you could pay the 
stations along the Atlantic and lake coast. Possibly an agent at 
Charleston, 8. C., and another at Atlanta, Ga , would be neces- 
sary. 

T cackose a tabulated statement of the stations of the regi- 
ments, from which you can form your own estimate of the 
number of agents necessary. I will cheerfully afford you at any 
time any information concerning the routes of travel and any 
maps published by this department. 

Please understand that, owing to the gooveatens of section 
3,679 of the Revised Statutes, the War Department can have 
nothing to do with the transactions proposed. It is purely a 
matter of business between you and the officers, and your 
security for your advances must rest upon your faith that Con- 
gress will pass adequate appropriations and upon the fact that 
any double dealing or fraud on the part of the officer will forfeit 
his commission. 

One other point I desire to cal! your attention to—viz., if any 
other firm or syndicate should come in at any time and offer 
lower rates of discount than yourselves the officer would, of 
course, have the option of indorsing his account to the other 
firm. I hopethat the above will give you the information neces- 
sary to make intelligent plans and propositions to the Army 
officers. 

Be assured that I wish to assist you in every measnre tending 
to relieve the hardships of the officers so far as I can do so with- 
out violating the provisions of law. Very respectfully,

Some arrangement would have to be made, too, by 
which the disbursing agencies the Secretary speaks of 
could be dispensed with. We have given thesubject 
careful consideration, and have with the aid of those 
fully conversant with the official method of the Gov- 
ernment on the one hand and the forms of finance on 
the other, perfected the details of a safe and satisfac- 








tory plan in entire accordance with the spirit of this 
correspondence, 

The syndicate would require but one disbursing 
agency forthe United States—at New York. Officers 
who desired to avail themselves of the opportunity 
would transmit their pay accounts properly filled out 
and signed, to the paymaster who is in the habit of 
psying them: the paymaster affixes the above certifi- 
cate and mails the voucher to the syndicate 
in care of an officer of the Pay Department at New 
York who could identify the signatme of the 
certifying paymaster, and hand to the cashier of the 
syndicate the account ready for payment. A cheque 
is then drawn to the order of the officer for the 
amount of the account less the discount, and is mailed 
direct to the officer’s address by the representative 
of the syndicate. A circular to paymasters instruct- 
ing them to certify all correct accounts when re- 
quested, and another advising officers of the arrange- 
ment proposed for their benefit by a syndicate of 
honorable bankers giving the address of the person 
selected to cash accounts, would alone be sufficient 
to start the machinery. The two risks possible—that 
of fraudulent pay accounts, and of a failure of Con- 
gress to pass an appropriation, are so exceedingly 
slight that a very moderate rate of insurance would 
seem to suffice. An old paymaster has assured us 
that during an experience of sixteen years—including 
the late war—-he had only met with one fraudulent 
pay account, and in conversation with a distinguished 
Senator he said a failure at the next session to pass a 
sum sufficient to make good arrears of pay wasas likely 
as the disruption of the Government. The amount 
required to pay all accounts likely to be presented, 
will, it is thought, not exceed $350,000 per month 
for four months, say $1,400,000, or about 75 per cent. 
of the usual disbursements on that account: officers 
having other resources will hardly avail themselves 
of the syndicate plan. The money could be 
reimbursed by the ist of January next, allow- 
ing for all possible delays in making the 
appropriation available at the War Department 
after its passage in Congress. 

The money for the accounts of officers of the 
Navy will be available after the 1st.of July next, and 
they ought not to hve any difficulty in obtaining 
money at reasonable rates upon their pay accounts 
bearing the certificates which the Secretary of the 
Navy has authorized. 








COMMISSARY AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


A nuMBER Of Washington and Baltimore papers 
have recently, probably under the inspiration of dis- 
appointed applicants, been making a good deal of 
pother about the sacrifice of dignity involved in the 
acceptance, by any officer of the Navy, of the position 
of Commissary at the Naval Academy, just made 
vacant by the death of Mr. RicHarp Swann. It is, 
perhaps, a matter of gratification that these civilian 
advocates of the best of civilian aspirants have such 
a lofty appreciation and tender concern for the dig- 
nity of the officers of the Navy, but on the other 
hand, it is a pity that so much solicitude should have 
been wasted for so little cause. These zealous seekers 
for what has not been lost, have not, however, lighted 
their lamps altogether in vain, for the light they 
have shed on the matter will enable a good many to 
understand the facts, who might otherwise have been 
misinformed. 

The Commissariat of the Naval Academy has 
hitherto been an extra-military office. The mess 
arrangements of the infant school were originally 
sought to be conducted on the ordinary officers’ mess 
principle, with a superintending steward. Its rapid 
development demonstrated the inadequacy of this 
system and the need for an administrative head of 
greater intelligence and experience, who was fo:tu- 
nately touod in Col. Swann, at one time landlord of 
the City Hotel of Annapolis. During his adminis- 
tration of twenty-six years, the Academ7 expanded 
to its present size, and the office of Steward became 
one of the greatest responsibility. The title was 
changed to Commissary, Mr. Swann still continuing 
that personal supervision over the meals, etc., which 
as Steward had been his legitimate duty. 

In consequence of the poor market of Annapolis 
and the difficulty of at all times procuring suflicient 
tood supplies for the large number of officers’ families 
residing within the Academy limits, Col. Swann 
established a provision and grocery store on the 
grounds, to which he also gave personal attention, 
and which since his death has been discontinued. 


The sneers of thte local press are based upon the] sy 


assumption that the officer who takes charge of the! 


Commissariat will don along white apron, and armed 
with a carver, play the réle of a chief steward on the 
one hand; and that on the other hand, in the char- 
acter of a zealous provision dealer and map, 
he will get out of bed at daylight to scour the market 
for the delicacies of the season. There are civilians 
enough, who are anxious to do both, for the sake of ’ 
gain; but there are very few civilians who can bring“ 
with them the irreproachable character and self-' 
sacrificing open-bearted liberality which graced Col. ° 
Swann. His personal dignity diguified his office, 
and his death left a void that no man of less like ex- 
perience and spotless repute can wholly fill. 1t has 
rendered necessary a complete reorganization of the 
Commissary Department. Had he been other than 
he was, the growth of the school would have ren- 
dered this a necessity long ago; and accordingly the 
Navy Department hus actually had, at this particular 
juncture, to exercise great discretion in selecting an 
officer fully quelified for this responsible and difficult 
duty. The corps of Army Commissaries will doubt- 
less resent the impertinence of the newspaper corres- 
pondents, who seek to belittle their office, yet it. is 
precisely their duty, which Paymaster Kenny has 
been commissioned to perform. 

Bodily subsistence is, unfortunately, one of the 
necessities of our organization. Paterfamilias must 
put bread and butter in the mouths of his little ones; 
neither can soldiers fight vor officers lead without 
food. Whether the man who supplies powder and 
shot pursues a more honorabie or more necessary 
calling than he who supplies our daily bread is a 
question that no military officer would ever think of 
suggesting. Every member of an officers’ megs, 
however exalted his position, has at some time or 
other to perform the duty of a caterer for his mess- 
mates, and the three hundred and thirty young 
gentlemen at the Academy training to be officers 
have as much need of an experienced provider for 
their subsistence as they have of experienced in- 
structors of their minds. 

Paymaster Kenny has no light task before him. 
He has actually to originate a Commissary Depart- 
ment, and tbe Service is fortunate in having an 
officer so qualified for this responsible duty. It is 
ridiculous te assume that any officer of the Navy 
should object to it as undignified, since the position 
of storekeeper at the Naval Academy, which involves 
details of business, with which this will certainly 
bear comparison, has never been despised. 








Tue many friends of Gen Jonn NEw7ON were re- 
lieved to hear that the City of Brussels in which he 
had taken passage for Europe had been spoken May

She had broken her shaft aud would not be due at 
her destination before the 18th. 











The Indian Bureau has received from Capt. John- 
ston, acting Indian agent for the Red Cloud Agency, 
an official report of the surrender of Crazy Horse’s 
band, from which it appears that these ‘* hostiles” 
who were brought in by Red Cloud nuinbered 219 
men, 310 women, 186 boys and 184 girls—total, 899. 
They turned in to the military authorities 1,200 
horses and mules and 117 guns and pistols. Asst.- 
Secretary of the Interior Bell returned May 14 from 
New York, where he has taken part in the opening 
and examining of the bids for Indian supplies. He 
reports that, although the prices for flour, etc., are 
higher than heretofore, the average of the prices 
named in the proposals for furnishing Indian supplies 
is lower than last year. This is particularly tbe case 
in regard to calico prints and hardware. The pro- 
posals for transportation are at increased rates. Mr. 
Bell says the competition has been active and the 
articles offered are of excellent quality. 








SECRETARY THOMPSON has issued a general circular 
announcing that “the Department having decided 
that it will not be proper to pay the balances remain- 
ing due to officers and men under’’ pay of the Navy 
“at the close of the present fiscal year from the ap- 
propriation made for next fiscal year the pay officers 
or all stations and vessels are hereby directed not to 
carry their balance forward to their pay rolls for the 
third quarter of 1877, but to leave them as remaining 
‘*due and unpaid” on their rolls ending June 30, 
1877, and they will be considered as turned into the 
Fourth Auditor of the Treasury, for final adjustment 
and settlement, when an appropriation shall be made 
therefor by Congress.

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THE WAR IN TURKEY. 


Miuirary preparations have been active along the 
Danube during the past week, and the Russians are 
ready at last for their advance movement across the 
river. A Reuter, Constantinople, despatch dated 


‘May 16, 7:30 a, m., says: ‘‘ News has been received 


that a Russian corps, with cavalry and artillery, 
crossed the Danube near Potbach and entered the 
Dobrudja. An engagement is proceeding.” The Dob- 
rudja, or a Dobrudscha, is the portion of Bulgaria 
enclosed in the bend which the Danube makes as it 
nears the sea. It is bounded on the north and the 
west by the Danube and on the east by the Black 
Sea. Across the Danube on the north lies the only 
portion of Russia which touches Turkish boundaries ; 
across the southern part of the Dobrudscha, at the nar- 
rowest point between the river and the sea, runs the 
old Roman wall built by Trajan to stay the incursions 
of the ancestors of the Russians. Just north of this 
wall runs a railroad from Tschernawoda on the 
Danube to Kustenji on the Black Sea. “ Pot- 
bach” we do not iocate. Possibly it may be Parkisch, 
20 miles from Isakchi, between Galatz and Reni in 
the sharp bend the Danube makes from north to east 
At this bend lie BraYla, or Brahilov, and Galatz on 
the railroad from Bucharest. 

A Berlin despatch to the London Times dated 
May 14, siys: “The 7th and 12th Russiaa corps, 
while on their way to Kilija, were suddenly ordered 
west, and are marching upon Giurgevo and Turna. 
In about a week the northern bank of the Danube, 
between the mouth of the Aluta and Rustchuk, will 
probably be occupied by some 60,000 men, Fresh 
batteries are being constructed at Kislika, some- 
what north of Braila, near the mouth of the Sereth. 
It is clear the Russians are either preparing to cross 
the Danube simultaneously, at several points, or 
they wish to make the Turks believe such is their 
plan. The Turks are thus compelled to distribute 
their forces over a large area, and being numerically 
weaker than the Russians, they cannot but be 
sensibly injured by this necessity.” The Manchester 
Guardian's Vienva dispatch says: ‘* Three columns 
of Russian soldiers are marching toward Giurgevo, 
Simnitza, and Turna, with the probable design of 
crossing the Danube at those points. One object of 
the Russians is to break the Turkish lines and 
separate the corps at Widdin from the main army. 
The Turks appear to be contemplating a crossing 
to Kalafat. They have at that point two monitors, 
one war steamer and eight sailing barks,” 

The railroad runs from Galatz, near the mouth of 
the Dinube to Bukarest and thence to the Turkish 
part of Varna. It crosses the Danube at Giurgevo. 
Simnicza is 30 miles, and Turna 60 miles above 
Giurgevo on the river. From this it appears that 
the Russians have their right and left connected by 
railroad und are advancing from the railroad, for a 
distance of 200 miles along the river. Their forces 
consist of six corps, Of these two, the 7th and 
11th, are reported to be detached for the movement 
at * Parkisch.” The main body was expected to cross 
near Giurgevo and to move southwest toward Varna. 
The 8th and 12th corps would, it was supposed, cross 
at Turna, which is at the mouth of the Aluta confluent 
ot the Danube. Previous to the advance, the river 
near Braila was reported to be“ lined with Cossacks 
aud Bashi Bazouks” exchanging shots across the 
stream. The movement of the Russians compelled 
the concentration of the Turks, and 16,000 men were 
reported, May 16, as on the move from Widdin on their 
right to the Dobrudscha on their left. The London 
Times’ Bucharest correspondent reports that ‘‘ the 
Russian commanders are evidently taking every pre- 
caution te bring their armies to the Danube, without 
fatiguing the men or animals, The condition of the 
troops shows that their efforts are successful. A ma- 
jority of the cavalry passing through Bucharest walk, 
leading their horses.” We hear but little from the 
Turkish gunboats on the Danube, and if the Russians 
make proper use of the modern appliances of torpe 
does they might clean them all out of the river, as we 
shall endeavor to show more at length another week. 
As it is, one Turkish iron clad has been sunk 
near Bratla with Hassan Bey and 200 men, This vessel 
appeared in our table of last week as the Lut/.i. 
Djelil (Immense Divine Favor) a two-turretted vessel 
of 2,500 tons, 222 ft. long, and 41 3-4 ft. wide, 9 1-3 
ft, draft, armed with nine 12 ton guns, two 90 
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pounders and one 40 pounder. She was built at 
Bordeaux in 1868. Her destruction seems to have 
been a stroke of luck on the part of the Russians. 
She was struck in a vital part by a shell from a Rus- 
sian battery which had been masked by a vineyard. 
Hopart Pasna is doubtless an able'commander, but he 
appears to have been caught napping, and the Russians 
have thus far the advantage of him on the Danube. 
The Russian movements since they crossed 
the Prutb have been well ordered, but they have been 
greatly interfered with by the condition in which the 
roads have been put by the breaking up of the 
spring. Political considerations compelled a declara- 
tion of war before they were quite prepared for the 
advance. For reference bere and in the future we 
give a tebular statement of the distribution of the 
Russian army, now that the organization into army 
corps, which was ordered by a decree issued in 
February last, has been carried into effect: 


The Guard Corps [St. Petersburg] consists of 1st, 2d, and 3d 
Infentry Division of the Guard, and 1st and 2d Cavalry Divisions. 

The Grenadier Corps [Leibin] consists of 1st, 2d, and 3d Grena- 
dier Division, and 14th Cavalry Division. 

The ist Army Corps [St. Petereburg] consists of the 22d, 24th, 
and 37th Infantry Division, and 1st Cavalry Division. 

The 2d Army Corps [Wilna] consists of the 25th, 26th, and 27th 
Infantry Division, and 2d Uavalry Division. 

The 3d Army Corps [Riga] consists of the 23th and 29th Infan 
try Division, and 3d Cavalry Division. 

The 4ih Army Corps [Minsk] consis s of the 16th and 30th In- 
fantry Divieion, and 4th Cavalry Division. 

The 5th Army Corps [Pradom] consists of the 7th and 8th In 
fantry Division, and 5th Cavalry Division.

Infantry Division, and 6th Cavalry Division. 

Tne 7th Army Corps* consists of the 15th and 35th Infantry 
Division, aud 7ih Cavalry Division. 

The 8th Army Corps* consiet of the 9th and 14th Infantry Di- 
vision, and 8th Cavalry Division. . 
The 9th Army Corps* consists of the 5th and 31st Infantry Di- 
vision, and 9th Cavalry Division. 

The 10th Army Corps* consists of the 18th and 34th Infantry 
Division, and 10th Cavalry Division. 

The 11th Army Corps* consists of the 11th and 32d Infantry 
Division, and 11th Cavalry Division. 

The 12th Army Corps* consists of the 12th and 33d Infantry 
Division, and 12th Cavalry Division. 

The 13th Army Corps [Shitomir] consists of the 1st and 35th 
Infantry Division, ava 13th Cavalry Division. 

The 14th Army 5 [Kiew] consists of the 17th and 18th In- 
fantry Division, and Don Cossack Cavalry Division. 





* These Corps form the Mobile Army. 

Thus five of the newly-formed army corps consist 
of three divisions of infantry each, while eleven of 
the corps have but two divisions. The divisions not 
yet organized into corps are the mobile Caucassian 
troops, comprising the Caucasian Grenadiers, the 
19th, 20th, 2ist, 38th, 39th, and 41st Divisions of 
Infantry, the Caucasian Cavalry Division, and the 
newly-formed Caucasian Cossack Division, consisting 
of regiments of Kouban and Terek Coasacks, and 
further, the 23rd Division (Finland), the 2nd 
(Kasan), the 3rd (Nishnij-Novgorod), and the 40th 
(Saratow). A brigade of field artillery, consisting 
of six batteries of eight guns each, is attached to 
each divisioa, and two batteries of horse artillery, 
each of six guns to each division of cavalry. 

The elements contend against the Russian advance 
in Asia Minor as well as on the Danube. It has rain- 
ed incessantly and the streams have risen until Bag- 
dad has been threatened by an overflow of the Tigris 
such as has not been known from time immemorial. 
Shut off from an approach to Batum by sea, the 
Russians have undertaken to assault it by land, and 
the result thus far justifies what we said last week 
of the difficulty of an approach from this side. 
A despatch from Batum to the London Telegraph, 
(not the most reliable of authorities, by the way), 
reports that early on the morning of Monday last, 
May 14, the Russians advanced with batteries of 
field artillery and made a furious attack upon the 
heights defending Batum on the land side. The 
Turks were strongly entrenched end compelled the 
withdrawal of the Russians after a stubborn engage- 
ment of eight heurs. The Russians were also taken 
in the flank by a body of Turkish horse and foot, 
who advanced under cover of a thick wood. 

A telegram to the London Standard says: “A 
Russian war steamer recently escaped from Sebkasto- 
pol and reached the vicinity of Batum on Sunday 
night. When eeven miles from shore she sent four 
boats with torpedoes to attack a Turkish frigate in 
the roadstead. The torpedoes failed to explode. 
Fire was opened from the frigate and shore. In the 
darkness and confusion the Russian boats fled in 
different directions. Two succeeded in reaching 
Poti unharmed at daybreak. No news has been 
received of the other two boats or the steamer. 
The Russians attach great importance to tlie steamer’s 
departure from Sebastopol as showing the in- 
efticiency of the Turkish blockade,” 
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sending a mixed military and naval expedition, un- 
der Admiral Hassan Paswa, to assault Soukum 
Kaleh, a Russian port on the eastern shore of the 
Black Sea, at the foot of the Caucasus, 100 miles 
north of the Turkish frontier. The object of the ex- 
pedition was to effect a landing and establish a 
nucleus for an insurreetion among the Circassians. 
The Turks report that the expedition succeeded, 
and that all the country was rising. The Russians 
make light of the affair. Their Mahommedan sub- 
jects are evidently giving them trouble, however, 
and a revolt is reported to have broken out in the 
Crimea, {The railroad from Tiflis to Viadi-Kavkas, 
which is the chief means of communication between 
Russia and Trans-Caucasia, would be threatened by 
@ Circassian revolt. A force is being gathered at 
Tashkend, between Khiva and Bokhara, under Gen. 
KAvFFMAN, to overawe Central Asia. It was the 
Central Asiatic Mahommedans we referred to last 
week, and not the “ Semi-Asiatic” as the types made 
us say. No progress has been reported during the 
weex in the advance on Kars and Erzerum, 


THE TURKISH SERVICE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir: The writer enjoyed a singular opportunity, 
while in the Holy Land in 1868, of studying the 
morale of the Turkish service, so far as it applied to a 
single province. Having letters of introduction to the 
Pasha General (called in Turkish the Vali, as his pro- 
vince is styled a vilayet), I made ay early a call upon 
that official as possiole. The chief port of Syria, as 
every body knows, is Beyrout, a most thriving com- 
mercial city of some 80,000 inhabitants; but the seat 
of government of the vilayet and residence of the Vali 
is the ancient ZHs-shems, now styled Damascus, a city 
three times as large. It is connected with Beyrout by 
a fine turnpike-way 85 miles long, engineered and 
built in 1860 by the French ‘‘ Army of Occupation,” 
stationed there to protect the Christians from massacre. 
Over that road I was carried by a huge diligence that 
from its age might have carried Mirabeau and Robes- 
pierre, and from its size might have hauled the staff of 
the whole grand army. Fourteen hours of diligence 
across the Lebanons, during which I was borne from 
the region of the orange to that of unmelting ice, and 
I entered through a roar of ‘‘ backshish, backshish, 
howadji,” into Demetri’s fine hotel at Damascus. 

Tbe very next day I waited upon the Pasha, His 
Excellency Mohammed Reschid, previously Pasha of 
Smyrna, a young Turkish officer of much hopeful- 
ness, whose brief rule of the province of Syria accom- 
plished more for that unhappy vilayet than all his pre- 
decessors united, but whose end, like that of his pre- 
decessors, was degradation, imprisonment and early 
death. 

His Excellency met me with a cordiality that was 
surprising. Conversing fluently in French, he approved 
himself during my two week.’ stay in Damascus as a 
good companion, a genial fellow, a trusty friend. Can 
Isay more? From the American standpoint, that ex- 
presses all that constitutes the high-toned, iiberal 
gentleman. Among other favors, unexpected, un4 
sulicited, he presented me a letter under his signature, 
such as bears the name of Buyurulds. It is now before 
me. Commencing, ‘* A Buyuruldi, to all whom it may 
concern,” it is particularly directed to the officers and 
shieks of villages within the Pashalic (vt/ayet) of Syria. 
{t required them to show me the greatest re:pect and 
designate for me places of abode for myself and 
servants wherever I should choose to go, and to supply 
my wants at just prices; likewise, in my going from 
one place to another, to furnish me sufficient cavaliers 
for my safety on the way. ; 

It is needless to say that I made good use of this 
military order. It was everywhere acknowledged, and 
‘“*the fame thereof” went before me from village to 
village, moving every one to offer me unbcunded 
services ‘‘for a con-sid-er-a-tion.” Being thrown so 
much in contact with Turkish soldiers for four months 
authorizes me now to offer a few recollections concern- 
—- that may at least serve to amuse your readers. 

The uniform, the arms, and the words of command 
of the Turkish soldiers were strictly French. In the 
Pasha’s army of 3,000, horse, foot and artillery, there 
was nothing to distinguish them from a rather badly- 
clothed, ioosely-equipped French contingent. True 
they were under size, as compared to American troops, 
but so are the French. Their movements were lithe 
and active, like those of the French Zouaves. When 
oft duty they talked all the time and «ll at once just as 
the French do. They were inordinate smokers, even 
worse, if possible, than the French, and lost no oppor- 
tunity of begging ‘‘ backshish” of a passer-by, a thing 
which I never knew a French soldier todo. But it is 
enough to repeat, the Turkish service is chiefly 
indebted to the French. The parallel is complete 
when I say that the pay, such as it is, was made in 
French francs and napoleons, more popular than 
German, English, or even their own coins. 

In regard to the personal bravery of these troops, 
that is s matter beyond question. Some of the ex- 
ploits of Mohammed Reschid’s forces of 1867-1870 
will bear comparison with those of any other nation. 
The age oy | of the garrison at Es-Salt, as zelated to 
me by the Pasha himself, was a well arranged and 
courageous enterprise. The opposing forces, consisting 
it is true of Arab irregulars, were in proportion five to 
ten times his own. All the advantages of a defensible 
country, knowledge of the ground, and very strong 
works at Es-Salt were overcome by the brave com- 











The Turks have returnedjthis compliment in kind, 
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mander and his gallant little army, and the final lodge- 
ment was effected under the loss of less than one 
hundred men. The capture of a fortified mountain in 
North Syria (I cannot recall its name), which had been 
considered for centuries impregnable to an invading 
force, was accomplished partly by the aid of traitors 
from witbin, partly by sheer valor and desperation. 
The Pasha totally destroyed the robbers’ haunts, hung 
one moiety of the prisoners, distributed the women and 
children among his 9wn troops, and conscripted every 
able-bodied man of the survivors in the army. To 
hear the good-natured gentleman laughing over one of 
my anecdotes, I should net have thought him capable 
of the exploit. But if you will inquire among the 
mountains east of Latakeya, you will find that one 
whole tribe is missing, and that now the traveller, thanks 
to Mohammed Reschid, can pass through them with no 
worse enemies to contend with than the fleas by night 
and the beggars by day! 

Among my visits to out-of-the-way places I recall 
one made to the old site of Gebal, the city of the Old 
Testament Scriptures as far back as the time of Joshua, 
and remarkable as being the place from whence the 
most expert workmen (‘‘the stone-squarers”) were 
derived for building the Temple of Solomon. Here I 
found a garrison of about 200 soldiers under command 
of an accomplished and very pleasant officer who 
ranked as the Bey, which I understand is equivalent to 
Colonel. Strolling among the hills one day I came 
across the Bey and his men engaged in their military 
exercises. In a volume of travels published on my 
return, I made references to it in these pleasant notes: 

‘*T watched the exervises of the so.diers here to-day, 

. particularly in the manual of arms, which they went 
through well enough. Could they have kept their 
eyes off of me they would have done better; but every 
time the drill master rested for an instant one hundred 
and fifty pairs of eyes made me their focus. As I saw 
they wanted me to smile in token of approbation, I 
smiled every time. This made the lance corporal next 
to me so happy that he snickered aloud and got a cut 
for it from the drill master’s ratan, and good enough 
for him. As I saw that the drill master wanted an 
opening to speak to me I offered him a cigarette, and 
it would have shocked old Baron Steuben to see how 
quick he lighted it and began to smoke, while 150 
mouths watere'! to do the like. I requested permission 
of the Bey to give the soldiers coffee that night at my 
expense, which he most graciously did!” 

Among the officers in garrison in Gebal was a most 
cultivated young gentleman whose card [ have mislaid. 
I do not know his rank, but as the Bey treated him 
with marked deference, it is likely he was of the gene- 
ral staff. He had given mich attention to the study 
of ancient coins, and, like myself, was at Gebal for the 
purpose of adding to his numismatic collections. One 
of the pleasantest memories of my stay in the Orient 
is connected with him. He knew every Roman 
emperor by sight; knew what the portrait was when 
the epigraph was there, and the epigraph when the 

ortrait was there. All the idealized images of Virtues, 

owers, etc. ,conceived in the fruitful brains of Roman 
artists, and impressed upon their coins, were »s dis- 
cernible to his eye as the lineaments of his own father. 
Particulariy skilful was he in the explication of mili- 
tary coins. He knew every legion, its origin, history, 
standard and services. As we sat upon the brow of 
the hill east of the ruined city, he told me what legiona 
had encamped on that very spot; what campaigns had 
been accomplished along that coast; what furces were 
employed in cutting the famous Antoninian way at the 
river Lycus, 12 miles down the coast. And if the 
reader imayines that a Turkish officer is necessarily an 
ignoramus and barbarian let him read this sketch of 
the remarks he ma‘le to me as I took them down that 
hour in short hand: 

‘*Tbere is no class of men to whom the science of 
numismatics affords such rich food as the military. 
An educated officer has the historical training and the 
penchant of study. He has the leisure, In garrison, 
his utmost endeavors to kill the time and overcome the 
hateful ennui can, in no way, be seconded so well as 
by this study. The coins of the Romans are in large 
measure military. The title of imperator; the stand- 
ards of maniples and legions; the deities of Courage, 
of War, of Victory; the legends full of references to the 
movements of armies and their conquests, and their 
fidelity to their standards; the aspirations to the gods 
for military successes—why, my dear doctor, almost 
every coin of the thousands and millions that he 
entombed in the debris of this old city before us is a 
leaf torn out as it were of the military history of 
Rome! Here, as in their graves, have lain for 
thousands of years coins containing the portraits of 
Pompey, of Czsar, of Mark Antony, of Augustus, 
all of whom in their day of life passed and fought 
along this coast. Here are the coins of Vespasian and 
Titus who conquered and depopulated this province; 
and of Antoninus Pius who ruled it; and of Philip 
the Arabian who called it his home. Under these 
broken fragments of marble and granite are the moneys 
of every conqueror from Darius and Alexander even to 
Napoleun. What subjects of pleasant study they are 
to an officer, whiling his weary hours in garrison ——” 
But here, an orderly who came furiously galloping 
over the rocky way, called my young friend to the 
castle, and I have never seen bim since.

THE “‘ ECLAIREURS” OF THE RUSSIAN ARMY 


Amone the corps of which the Russian Army of the 
South is composed, says Broad Arrvw, the most pecu 
liar and characteristic is the so-called corps of 
éclaireurs, consisting of three regiments of Cossacks, 
a regiment of irregular cavairv recruited from among 
the mountaineers of the Terek district, and a battery 
of Cossack Horse Artillery. The appellation of the 
corps, which may be best translated by the French 


word éclaireurs, or the English ‘‘ scouts,” indicates the 
part which these troops are intended to take in mili- 
tary operations. 
As at present constituted, this corps of éclaireurs, 
consists of a regiment of Kouban Cossacks of six sot- 
nias, commanded by Lieutenant-Coloni:] JCoukarenko; 
of a regiment of Don Cossacks (the 30'h), also of six 
sotnias, under Colonel Orlow; of a regiment of Terek 
Cossacks, of four sotnias, Colonel Leviz-ov-Menar; of 
a regiment of Terek mountaineers; also of four sot- 
nias, under Colonel Pankratow; and of a light horse 
artillery battery of Don Cossacks. All the regiments, 
with the exception of the Don Cossacks, wear the black 
Tcherkess uniform, being distinguished from one 
another by the color of their nether raiment, shoulder- 
straps, pouches, etc. In the Kouban regiment, for 
instance, all these accessories are red; in the Terek 
Cossack regiment blue; in the other Terek corps, 
white. The sotnia consists, as arule, of 120 horse- 
men, besides the officers and non-commissioned officers, 
and each sotnia has its own peculiar standard, which 
is alivays carried near the commander of the troops, 
and which serves as a rallyirg point for small bodies 
or individual men returning from detached missions. 
The composition of the regiment of Terek moun- 
taineers is peculiar. It is divided into twowings. In 
the first of these are about a hundred and seventy 
Christians, all the remainder being Mahomedans. And 
it must be remarked that all the men are volunteers, 
clothed and equipped at their own cost, and riding 
their own horses. Naturally, now that they are — 
with the colors, they are maintained by the State, an 
the flint muskets, with which they were armed when 
they presented themselves for enrolment, have been 
replaced by Berdan rifles. Each man receives, while 
the regiment is embodied, a monthly wage of ten 
roubles, together with forage and rations in kind. 
Many of the troopers are, however, men of means, 
ranking among the local nobility of the districts from 
which they come, and possessing considerable estates 
there. The officers do not appear to be generally 
highly-educated men, some of them being, it is said, un- 
able.even to read or write, but with the practical part of 
their profession they are reported to be thoroughly 
well acquainted. Two among them only are pure 
Russians, namely, the adjutant and paymaster, and 
they, naturally, are charged with all the correspondence 
connected with the administration of the regment. 
According to «li accounts, both officers and men of 
this regiment of volunteers are literally thirsting for 
war. Since their embodiment, they have applied 
themselves assiduously fo the task of learning the 
regulation drill and exercises of the Russian cavalry, 
and have already acquired considerable proficiency in 
manceuvring. he Berdan rifles which were issued to 
them please them excessively, and are treated by them 
almost with veneration. For the rest, the Terek regi- 
ment has become thoroughly assimilated with the other 
regiments forming the Corps of Eclaireurs. There is 
no jealousy or ill-feeling between the ‘several fractions 
of the force. Each regiment regards the other as its 
iaithful comrade, its aid and its support on the field of 
battle. 








THE RUSSIAN ARMY CRITICISED. 


A WELL-INFORMED correspondent of a London daily 
paper has been investigating the condition of the Rus- 
sian aimy, and the conclusion he has come to, is that, 
though there is still room for improvement, especially 
in the Commissariat and Hospital Departments, yet 
that the Muscovites will probably more than prove a 
match for the Turks. He bases his statements upon 
the report of a Prussian officer, who entered the Kus- 
sian army with a view to visit Central Asia, but being 
disappointed in that object, devoted his attention to a 
careful study of the soldiery from all parts of the 
gigantic Empire. In Trans-Caucasia, he says, about 
120,000 men are stationed, with 35 field batteries, 150 
siege guns, and at least 50,000 reserves; in the soutb- 
west of Eurovean Russia are 385,000 men, with 88 field 
batteries, and at least 350 siege guns; the reserves 
amount to 120,000 men, and are posted between 
Kameniec-Podolski, Kief, and Vladimir-Volynski. 
Within a few months Russia could mobilise two other 
armies of equal numbers’ After allowing for the 
troops necessary to keep in subjection the uewly-con- 
quered provinces and to garrison the chief fortresses, 
at least 300,000 men, with a strong contingent of 
cavalry and infantry, could be used to reioforce the 
two armies now in the field. The Militia—or, Gossw- 
darst wennojé Opoltschenjé—upon which the army would 
have to depend for further reinforcements, he considers 
of very doubtful value. Of the General Staff he has a 
very luw opinion. Among tue generals there are only 
afew who possess any reputation for military skill, 
and there is not one who enjoys the full confidence of 
the army. ‘The partiality which is continually exer- 
cised on behalf of officers favored by the court appears 
to be the cause of dissatisfaction. Even the Grand 
Duke Nicholas, who is considered one of the most 
talented generals, is much disliked. The discipline 
amongst all tue officers leaves much to be desired. 


RUSSIA’S RULE OR RUIN POLICY. 


Hopart Passa, in a letter to the London Zimes, 
says: So at last the farce is played out; diplomacy re- 
tires on its laurels, and Russia, forsooth, is to have the 
task of teaching the Turks how to rule their peoples. 
Cleverly has Europe been hoodwinkeu, cleverly has 
her persistant enemy played her game. Now we shall 
see what an oppressed natin of 15,000,000 can du 
against a powerful (if a somewhat divided) nation of 
80,000,000, when it bas to do battle for its very exist- 
ence; now we shall see oles, Circassians, Georgians, 
and the brave Hungarians setting aside all questions of 
religious differences and rallying round the Turk, 
thi: king only of revenge for past injuries inflicted on 
them by this would-be instructor in the art of govern- 











ing; and we shall probably see enough blood flow to 
satisfy even the most rabid humanitarian. Let us 
have no more ravings about fanaticism and Turkish 
misrule. The war now so imminent (if not actually 
declared while I write) will be a war waged on one 
side for aggression and spoliation, based on Catherine’s 
dream and Peter the Great’s will; on the other, by a 
nation which is not actuated by fanatical reasons, but 
whieh will fight—aye, and fight hard—for the hearths 
and homes of its people and its honor as a nation. It 
is a grand sight to see an army and navy such as the 
Turkish, without pay for months—aye, you might say 
for ae all for their country; no tobacco, 
often short rations, but happy as children and brave as 
lions. However, thank goodness! they are well armed 
and clothed and ready for anything in the way of hard 
work, Sir, I have been accused of espousing the cause 
of the Turks with too great warmth. No man has 
more openly condemned or more deeply regretted the 
sad events in Bulgaria. No one has censured the bad 
system of government existing heretofore more than 
myself. But I find in history many parallel cases 
during civil wars, and, as I know that there is so much 
real good in the Turks, I have always urged that they 
should have a chance given to them, in which case I 
foresee happy times and a great future for this country. 
The lessons they have received have not been thrown. 
away; but I prophecy fearful results if this war (sup- 
posing it to have been declared while 1 write) is allowed 
togoon. The Turks ask, with reason, ‘‘ What does 
Russia want? Is it guarantees of reform?” ‘Can 
we,” they say, ‘‘ begin a strict regime of government by 
accepting at the outset humiliation in the eyes of those 
we are to govern? The only guarantee we can offer is 
immediate action, and this we cannot put into practice 
till we are free not only from war, but from intrigue.” 
I fear that no guarantee would satisfy Russia. Let 
Europe guess what she wants and look to her own in- 
terests while she (Europe) stands gravely by and sees a 
brave nation dismembered. But we bave not come to 
that yet. Turkey will prove a hard, a very hard nut 
to crack. One hears (reports are always magnified) of 
disturbances here and there even now in the Provinces. 
How can you expect anything else while every subject 
of Turkey bas to give almost his lust farthing in sup- 
port of the army and navy ?

THE IMPROVEMENT AT CREEDMOOR. 


Tue preliminary practice for the Marksman’s Badge by 
all the brigades of the 1st Division having been completed, 
an opportunity is offered of comparing the results with 
those of the practice of last year and estimating the degree 
of improvement which has been attained.

The 1st Brigade were unfortunate in having a chilly, dis- 
agreeable day as compared with the others and with the 
day on which they shot for the Marksman’s Badge last 
year. Consequently the number parading was smaller 
than it otherwise would have been. 

The 5th regiment appeared to take but little interest in 
the matter, having but 26 present ae against 590n the 
corresponding day last year. It is, however, gratifying to 
perceive that even with this diminished number present 
they had 9 qualitying as marksmen as against 11 last year. 

The 12th regiment had 68 present as against 78 last year, 
of whom 39 qualified as against 21 last year—a decided gain. 
The 22d regiment had 62 present as against 34 last year, of 
whom 31 qualified as agairst 20 last year. 

By the way, it would seem as if the 22d had lost interest 
in rifle practice. For the two first years after the organi- 
zation of Creedmoor no regiment in the State could vie 
with them in this respect, and their teams took all the 
prizes at several meetings of the N. R.A. How is it that 
they seem to be falling behind their former reputation? 
Taking the 1st Brigade as an entirety we find 156 men 
present as against 171 last year, of whom 79 qualified as 
against 52 last’year. In other words, with 10 per cent. less 
present there was a gain of 50 per cent. in the number of 
markemen gualifying—an improvement which is gratify- 
ing, although not so great an in the other brigades. This 
is owing somewhat to the poor display made by the 5th 
regiment. 

The 2d Brigade shows a marked improvement. ‘Lhe 9th 
regiment had 141 present as against 44 last year, of whom 
101 qualified as against 10 last year, or more than ten times 
as many. In fact, the 9th have been able on their very 
first day's practice to qualify more marksmen than they 
had at the end of the entire season last year (85), a result 
for which Col, Hitchcock deserves and should receive the 
commendation of his superior officers. 

The 11th regiment shows a similar improvement, having 
50 present as against 15 last year, of whom 36 qualified as 
against 1 last year, the number of those qualifying being 
‘a8 great as that which the regiment was able to show at ‘ 
the close of the last season’s practice. 

The 7ist had 127 present as against 50 last year, of whom 
56 qualified as against 14 last year, thus treading closely 
upon the heels of the other regiments of the 2d Brigade 
in respect to improvement. 

Taking the brigade as a whole it had nearly three times 
as many present, and more than seven and one-half times 
as many marksmen qualifying as upon the corresponding 
practice last year. Comparing the number present with 
the number qualifying in the two years there isa gain of 
160 per cent. ; 

In the 3d Brigade the 7th had 127 present as against 125 
last year, of whom 70 qualified as against 47 last year. 

The 8th had 183 present as against 75 last year, of whom 
50 qualified as against 21 last year. 

The 69th had 57 present as against 25 last year, of whom 
36 qualified against 2 last year, showing the greatest gain 
of any regiment in the brigade, the number qualifying 
being in excess of those qualifying at the end of the entire 
practice of last year (29). 

Taking the brigade as a whole it had 367 present as 
against 325 last year, of whom 156 qualified as against 70 
last year, being more than double and placing them next 
to the 2d Brigade in order of merit. 

This extraordinary improvement demonstrates the care 
which has been taken during the winter to instruct the 
rank and file in the elementary principles of shooting by 
which alone success on the range is wo be achieved. It is 
also owing greatly to the new system of having thos2 men 
who fail to qualify repeat their practice. 








NEW YORE. 


Seventa Recoowent.—One of the most interesting occa- 
sions in a military point of view which bas taken place in 
«New York for a long time was the parade of the 7th regi- 
ment as escort to President Rutherford B. Hayes on Tues- 
day, May 15; 803 men reported on duty in the active regi- 
ment and of veterans 230. The regiment escorted the 
President and party from the residence of Gen. J. G. 
Wilson to the Mall in Central Park, where an immense con- 
course of people were anxiously awaiting their arrival. 
Tne 7th never looked better, headed by the full field and 
staff mounted, and a very large band and drum corps, as 
they marched with perfect s!ep and distance, the admira- 
tion of a multitude of spectators. The Veteran Corps, in 
their fine uniform, very much resembling the uniform worn 
by staff officers, presented a remarkably fine appearance. 
After the ceremony attending the unveiling of the statue 
erected in honor of the poet Fitz Greene Halleck, the Presi- 
dent and party eotered their carriages aud were duly 
escorted by the 7th to the Fifth Avenue Hotel marching 
down Fifth Avenue, after which the men returned to their 
armory and were dismissed. This parade of the 7th regi- 
mentin point of numbers and general military excellence 
is really one of the tinest we have ever witnessed in the 


evening, May 16, the occasion being the reception and 
closing drill of Co. I, Capt. Noah L. heu commanding. 
This is without doubt one of the best commanded and best 
drilled companies of the regiment, as the half hour’s drill 
of the closing evening plainly showed. The drill took 
place in the main room, and we should judge there 
were at least 1,200 spectators present.

bare head and was loudly applauded. There were present 

a goodly number of military gentlemen including most of 
the officers of the 13th regiment, Cols. Briggs, Richards, 

Stegman, Major Karcher and others.

WImMB.LEpon REevuLations.—The *‘ Regulations’ forthe Wim- 
bledon Meeting of next July are thus commented upon by the 
Volunteer Gazette; The chief alterations from those of 
last year are, of course, in the size and divisions of the second 
and third class targets, and in the rules for deciding ties. The 
new targets are now familiar to our readers, but we may call 
attention to the principal rules as to ties. In individual com- 

etitions for a series of prizes ties are subject to settlement 
by five tests before division or shooting off takes place. First, 
if the shooting is at more than one distance the range totals are 
taken in inveree order; next, the fewest outers; next, the fewest 
magpies; next, the fewest inners; and lastly, by the value of 
each shot (not each two shots as formerly) in inverse order. If 
these tests fail, their money prizes are to be divided, and prizes 
in kind to be shot off—first, in three ronnde at the longest dis- 
tance, and then in single shots. Cartons will no longer be con- 
sidered as beating bull’s-eyes in tie shooting. In individual 
competitions for a single prize--in the Ist Siage Queen’s (for the 
Silver Medal, etc., and the last places in the Sixty), the Prince 
of Wales’ and in the St. George’s, first prize—ties will be shot 
off as above. Io team competitions, the first four tests are the 
same as in individual competitions; the fifth test is by the total

First Recimznt.—The companies comprising this regi- 
ment assembled on “‘ the parade” in the Wost Park, Hart- 
ford, on the morning of May 10, for the May field day pre- 
scribed by law. The routine of duty prescribed in G. O. 
from Col. Tyler was closely followed throughout the day. 
Details for guard were immediately made by Adjt. Good- 
rich, and guard mounting followed, the ceremony bein 

well perforied. Twenty-four files composed the guard, 
with Lieut. Dundon (B) as officer of the day, and 7 reer 
Pope (H) and Camp (F) as officers of the guard. The first 
sergeants reported with their details promptly and correct, 
but there was uniformity wanting in the style of weapon 
with which they were armed, one or two reporting with a 
musket, the other with a N.C. O. sword. The inspection, 
sound off, and march in review were properly conducted. 
The platoons of twelve files were well aligned, wheeled 
accurately, and salutes of chiefs of platoon being prompt 
and with grace. The passage was good. The guard was 
then marched to the guard quarters erected on the park, 
and a line of sentinels established for the day with proper 
reliefs. Battalion drill followed. Line was formed with an 
equalization of eight commands of sixteen files, and turned 
over to Col. Tyler by Adjt. Goodrich at 10 o’clock, and for 
two hours the regiment was exercised in the school of the 
battalion in a highly creditable manner. Column of fours, 
break from the right to march to the left, opened the drill, 
the column marching around the park with distances only 
fair, the faultjof the company commanders, some of whom 
appeared a little ‘‘rusty” at the start. Right front into 
line, faced to the rear, was better executed, the line being 
formed promptly, the guides coming out and the dressing 
being executed without delay. After getting warmed up 
the regiment did some very pretty work, the formations of 
line, column of divisions, and the usual deployments being 
all well done, the guides acting promptly. ‘[he manual 
was good, both on the march or at a halt. A review drill 
followed, Lieut.-Col. Barbour being in command with Col. 
Tvler as reviewing officer. The passage first was in quick 
time, followed by double time, both being well performed, 
though distances in few cases could have been improved. 
Notwithstanding the caution given, the officers, two of the 
lieutenants failed to salute. Following the battalion drill, 
the dinner call sounded, and rations were served the com- 
nanies on the park within the guard lines. Col. Tyler, 
field and staff, entertained visiting friends at headquarters, 
which were “‘ pitched” within the line of sentinels. Com- 
pany drill followed at 1.30 Pp. m., the companies being 
drilled in the school of the company and manual of arms 
by word of command and drum tap. At 3p. m. the call for 
review was sounded and line again formed. His Excellency 
Governor Hubbard, with“Adjutant-General Franklin, Quar- 
termaster General Couch, and Col. Joslyn, A. D. G., o 
his staff, under escort of the first company Governor’s 
Guards, Major Talcapt, appeared at the park entrance, his 
arrival being announced by the proper salute of artillery 
salvos from the park terrace, the section of artillery being 
under command of Lieut. Bennett and a detail of Co, D. 
His Excellency and staff (dismounted) then reviewed the 
line at rear open order. Ranks were then closed, and the 
march 1n review followed. The passage was in both quick 
and double time,and was handsomely performed, there 
being but little to criticise. One or two officers failed to 
salute, and in the double time some of the swords of the 
line officers were not in their proper position—-diagonally 
across the breast and left hand hold of the scabbare. The 
Governor and Generals Franklin and Couch were much 
pleased at the appearance and with the drill of the regi- 
ment, and complimented Col. Tyler in high terms. A short 
street parade followed, in which His Honor, Maycr Sprague 
and City Council were given a marching salute in passing 
the Charter Oak Plaza on Main street. Returning to the 
park, line was formed, and the ceremony of dress parade 
closed the day’s exercises, the rain interfering with the 
drum tap drill which was to follow. ‘The field day on the 
whole was a success, and the Ist regiment still maintains 
the name won at the Philadelphia encampment as the 
model militia organization of Connecucut. The morning 
report made to Adjt. Goodrich showed 380 present for duty, 


and 176 absent. 

Company F.—This command had partially arranged for 
an excursion to Providence, R. I., in June, which has now 
been deferred until August or September, it having been 
announced the past week that the 1st regiment would not 
be ordered into camp next fall. This company (City Guard 
of Hartford) have tendered the Grand Army Posts an 
escort for Memorial Day, May 30. 

Ir has been officially announced the past week that the 
2d regiment, Col. Smith, and 4th regiment, Col. Fairchild, 
will be ordered out for camp instruction next fall. This 
brigade will encamp at Niantic, on Long Island Sound, the 
last week in August. Gen. Smith will command the brigade 
at this encampment. This being the odd year, it was the 
1st and 3d regiments’ turn for an encampment, and it is not 
understood why the authorities decided to order the 2d and

REMARKS OF GENERAL SHERMAN, 

Gen. William T. Sherman, responding to the toast 
of the Army, said that he had heard from the previous 
speakers a good deal respecting the wise economy of 
the merchants and of the Government of the United 
States, and they of the Army steod to-day a practical 
illustration of that principle (Laughter.) ‘Thirteeo 
years after our war when they thought they were safe 
for the rest of their days, the soldiers found themselves 
left out in the cold without pay or rations or anything. 
They were neglected, slighted, and hurt in feelings, 
but not in courage. If the same principle were 
applied to all branches of the Government and to our 
public creditors, the public debt would soon be extin- 
guished. The Armv of the United States was com- 
posed simply of 25,000 enlisted men, with 2,500 
officers, many of whom had lost legs and arms in the 
batties for the preservation of their country, and if 
this was the generosity of a great nation, all he would 
say was ‘‘God help us.” (Applause.) But the soldier 
had faith; not aman uttered a complaint or a murmur; 
if they were deprived of their rations, the mule and 
antelope would sustain life, and in the fulfillment of 
this trust, like the soldier at Pompeii, a skeleton would 
mark the sentinel’s post. Gen. Sherman called atten- 
tion to the fact that while the annual estimate for the 
support of the Army was nearly $30,000,000, it was 
only 75 cents per bead, and he begged to remind them 
thst long immunity from military complications had 
induced the people to ignore the existence of the Army 
and the protection it afforded the nation. The United 
States could not exist without the maintenance of an 
Army, and that Army shoul: be a good one. “The flag 
cherished in a military garrison may not be worth any- 
thing inotrinsically, but by reason of ils associations 
and what-it symbolises it is sacred and all the wealth 
of Wali street could not purchase it. Still let the 
humblest officer of the Government, invested with the 
competent authority, demand it, and it is cheerfully 
surrendered. This was but typical of the unquestion- 
ing obedience of the Army, and the nation that 
grudged it support deserved to be poor. For himself, 
being an able bodied man, he did not care if he was 
turned adrift at once, but for bis comrades he would 
demand fair and honorable treatment. The officers of 
the Army in boyhood entered the service of the 
United States for life; their whole ambition was 
centered on the development of the Service, their 
duties unfittea them for active service in every-day 
life, and to discharge them, or practically compel their 
resignation, was neither honorable nor wise. For the 
solaier, he pledged fealty to death, and knowing the 
warm feeling entertained by every good citizen toward 
the military defender of the nation, he had no appre- 
hension of unjust or ill-considered treatment. 
(Cheers. ) 

REMARKS OF COMMODORE NICHOLSON. 


Commodore Nicholson, responding for the Navy, 
said: Our country needs a Navy, because without one 
it could not feel secure from invasion by foreign 
powers. Moreover, the commercial marine required 
that a Navy should be sustained. No nation ever 
achieved a great reputation for commerce which was 
not protected by one. ‘‘ A few years ago,” said he, 
‘the sails of our merchant marive whitened every 
ocean, and wherever a naval ship went, there was seen 
floating the flag of our country from many a gallant 
ship. Now our merchant ships are few, and we have 
no Navy to speak of. We have, he said, 7,500 men 
allowed--about the same number as when | entered the 
Service thirty-five years ago—and like the Army we 
have no pay. Congress has only voted money for the 
Navy for eight months; so, for four months to come 
those in it will get no pay. It behooves you to advise 
Congress to adopt measures which shail elevate the 
commercial marine; but you cannot have a com- 
mercial marine without a Navy; one is a necessity of 
the other. Englund prides herself on being the work- 
shop of the world; let us pride ourselves ou becoming 
the carriers of the world.” 


THE WILDER MITRAILLEUSE, 


THE latest invention in the way ot a machine gun 
is that of Elihu Wilder, of Manchester, Mass., which 
was patented September 26, 1876. Unlike the Gatling 
gun the barrels are stationary, and firmly fixed in a 
solid frame. There are as muny ports for the reception 
of curtridges as there are barrels. The barrels are 
placed in a semi-circle. At every revolution of the 
crank two shots are fired from each barrel. Thus it 
will be seen, that with a five barrel gun 1,000 shots per 
minute can be tired by 100 revolutions of the crank. 
Mr. Wilder claims that his gun is less complicated, 
and cap be made for less expeuse, than any other gun 
in the market, and that: *‘ As the Wilder gun has the 
barrels firmly fixed in front, and a solid breech in the 
rear, the size of ammunition is unlimited. The metal 


made with less weight than any other, making it 
.adapted for cavalry use or heavy ordnance. In event 
of accident to any of the parts, they are easily inter- 
changed, and it does not in the least injure the 
efficiency of the other parts, as the rest of the barrels 
are fixed without the removal of the disabled ones or 
apy hindrance. Its double extractors are positive.” 








In the Journat of Feb. 10, 1877, we described 
the War and Life Saving Rockets, which 
Capt. Atkinson, late of the British army, is introduc- 
ing into this country. A trial of these rockets took 
place at Sandy Hook under the supervision of the 
Ordnance ,Board on Saturday, May 12. The trial 
was made the occasion of a pleasant excursion to 
which Capt. Atkinson had invgged a large number 
of gentlemen interested in his Mount. Among 
those present were Commodore Nicholson, Capt. 
Gore-Jones, British Naval attaché.at Washington; 
Lieutenant Commander Juan J. Montojo, naval at- 
taché to the Spanish Legation; Lieut.-Col. Ber- 
mudez, military attaché to the rame legation; Flag 
Lieutenant Burwell; Mr. Kimball, Chiet of Life 
Saving Service; Capt. Merryman, U. 8S. R. M.; 
Police Commissioner Smith and Gen. W. E. Prince, 
U. 8. A.; Col. Crispin, Ordnance Agent at New 
York ; Col, Treadwell, Col. T. G. Baylor and Capt. 
F, H. Phipp, Recorder of the Ordnance Board, and 
Lie1t, Starrin, of the Ordnance Department in charge 
of the post. 

The experiments with the War Rocket were not 
so interesting or effective as those with the Hooper 
rocket. It was demonstrated that under favorable 
conditions a line might be thrown with great pre- 
cision, while the extreme portability and compara- 
tive cheapness of this apparatus, renders it superior 
in most respects to anything now in use for the 
purpose, Ten of the war rockets at an elevation of 
ten degrees reached an average of 2,800 yards; ten 
at twenty degrees averaged 2,950 yards, and ten at 
thirty degrees reached 4,900 yards, all of them being 
12-pounders, Some were tired with bursting charges 
and operated successfully. From a mitrailleuse stand 
were then fired seven rockets at one time. The life- 
saving rockets were successful so far as the rockets 
were concerned, but the line burned off several 
times. The three successful flights were, by exact 
measurement, 330, 346 and 343 yards, 

Capt. Merryman, U.S. R. M., Inspector of the Life 
Saving Service, has for some months been experi- 
menting with the aid of the Ordnance Board of the 
Army, with a view to perfect an inproved American 
rocket, and although their Jabors have not yet been 
concluded, it is confidently expected that a very 
great range for the “ shot-line” may soon be obtained. 
In the meanwhile, the Department is ready to avail 
itseif of the most modern contrivance for this im- 
portant purpose. With a light rocket similar to the 
Hooper, vessels could be supplied at slight expense, 
and the chances of saving life, which with the 
present cumbrous mortar (weighing 200 lbs.) and 
the obstacles in the way of promptly reaching such 
& comparatively small mark as a ship in certain 
conditions of the wind would be entirely overcome, 
as the line thrown from instead of towards the ves- 
sel, is a feat easily accomplished. 








A sHorT time ago, says the Austin (Nev.) Revezlle, 
two Piute Indians went to a certuin store on Main 
street, and purchased its entire stock of playing cards. 
These they took to their camp and marked, and then, 
taking them back to the store and putting on that look 
of misery which only an Indian knows how to assume, 
whined out that they were ‘‘ heap broke,” and offered 
to sell the cards back for one-fourth vf what they had 
paid for them. The cards were repurchased on these 
terms, and were subsequently purchased from the 
storekeeper a pack at a time by the Shoshone Indians. 
The Piutes knew that the Sho-vhones purchased their 
cards at this particular store; aud the Shoshones, un- 
aware of the Piute manipulation of the cards, played 
poker with the wily Piutes without a suspicion that 
all was not—as Governor Bradley would say—‘' on 
the dead squar.” The result was, that the Piutes won 
all the money the Shoshones possessed, and now there- 
is weeping and wailing and gnashing of teeth, sack 
cloth an. ashes, and “ heap hogadi” inthe camp of 
the Shoshones.

CoMMANDER Mipp.EBoc of the Danish navy has in- 
vented and constructed an apparatus by means of 
which distances of 3,000 m. can be correctly computed 
between a vessel and any flouting aim. Without un- 
necessary or lengthy preparations a single person is 
enabled to make an observation within 20 seconds, and 
if the observer is disposed to do so, he can by a con- 
trivance alsu provided by Commander Middleboc, 
direct the gunner to fire the moment after the observa- 
tion is made. The instrument has been succes-fully 
tried in the Danish navy. 

THE Army and Navy Gazetle, May 13, says: The 
official contradiction of the statement that Lieut. -Gen. 
Sir John Lintorn Simmons wouid be appointed com- 
mander.in-chief of an expeditionary force is correct, 
only because there is not such a thing as an expedition- 
ary force. Nevertheless he is most assuredly thought 
of in high places shculd certain things bappen, and so 
of some other matters which have been announced. 
They may never come to pass, and were at best con- 
tingent. ‘There is no truth in the statement tuat Eny- 
lish otticers have been sent to the entrance of the Suez 
Canal to select a site for an entrenched camp. 

AN admirable arrangement for keeping, corrected up 
to date, the constantly-changing rules and regulations 
by which the British Navy is governed, has been in- 
tiuduced in the new dockyard instructions which have 
engaged the attention of Mr. Arthur Price, R..., for 
some years past. On the issue of any order cancelling 
or altering a clause in these instructions, slips are 
printed and distributed for in-ertion in the book, by 
which means corrections in ink or the publication of 
addenda is rendered unnecessary. [t is to be hoped 
that the same system may be fu llowed with the revised 
edition of the Queen’s Regulations and Admiralty In- 
structions, now 1u the hanus of Mr. Fegen, R.N., and 
anxiously looked for by the Service to supersede the 
present nearly obsolete volume with its addenda and 
mass of circulars.” it will be observed that tne United 
States Army is equally badly off for a revision of regu- 
lutions as the British Navy, the edition of 1863 is also 
obsolete, and the condition of cupies in the hands of 
methodieal officers, with the mass of orders and circu- 
lars which have been interleaved, bexrs eloquent testi- 
mony to the value of such a system as that inaugurated 
by Mr. Price 

In the ninth volume of the Napoleon Correspond- 
ence, recently published, there is a curious letter ad- 
dressed by the Emperor to Gen. Savary, Duke of 
Rovigo, then Minister of Police. It isdated ** Chateau 
de Surville, 19 Fév., 1814.” ‘*The newspapers,” his 
Majesty is pleased to say, “are edited without ay in- 
telligen e. Is it ratioual, in the present state of 
affairs, to say that I had very few men, that I con- 
quered because [ surprised the enemy, and that we 
were one agairst three? You must indeed have lost 
your heads in Paris to say such things, when I am say- 
ing everywhere that 1 have 300,000 men, when the 
enemy believes it, and when it must be repeated again 
and again. I had formed a bureau for the direction of 
journals; does it never see these articles? That is the 
way in which, with a few strokes of the pen, you de- 
struy all the good which results from victory! You 
could very wel: read those thiogs yourself; you can 
understand that this is no question of vainglory, and 
that one of the first principles of the art of war is to 
exaggerate and not to diminish them. But how am 1 
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to make this clear to poets who seek to flatter me, as 
well as to flatter the national self-love, instead of seek- 
ing to do good? It seems to me that these matters are 
not beneath your notice; and that if you were to pay 
some attention to them, such articles, which are not 
merely nonsense, but pernicieus nonsense, would never 
be printed.” 

THe Panama Star and Herald of May 2, says: 
‘* Lieut. L. N. B. Wyse and the Commission for the 
Exploration of the Darien under his direction, will 
leave for France by the steamer Martinique to-day. 
We cannot let Lieut. Wyse and his associates depart 
without expressing the high appreciation with which 
he and they are regarded by all who have had the 
honor of their acquaintance, and at the same time 
hoping that the time will not be long before we shall 
receive the full and positive assurance of their success 
in solving the grand Canal problem. Personally, then, 
we wish them everything that is pleasant; and in the 
interest of the whole world, we take it upon ourselves 
to bid the able and energetic Jeader and his devoted 
aids, God speed in their efforts to open the Inter- 
oceanic Canal.” Lieut. Wyse, in a communication to 
the Star and Herald, says: ‘*‘ The Inter-oceanic Canal 
will soon be made, and that through Columbian terri- 
tory, if an intelligent public does not withhold its f ith 
and perseveriug energy from such a grand enterprise!” 


Tuat even Republics need preparation for military 
defence is shown by the example of Swi'zerland which 
is provided witha military furce of neatly a quarter of 
a million, though tiere is little prospect of her being 
entangled in any European complications. Atthe end 
of 1876 the Federal first army numbered 119,448 men, 
and the landwehr 93,515; together, 212,263. To the 
headquarter and divisional staffs of the active army are 
assigned 620 officersand men. The strength of the in- 
fantry is 98,188; the cavalry, the artillery, and the en- 
gineers, count 2,946, 15,530, and 2,285 men respec- 
tively; the sanitary corps numbers 887, and the 
commissariat 292 men, The landwehr consists of 
81,617 infantry, 2,279 cavalry, 7,421 artillery, 1,484 
engineers, and 604 men are attached to the commissa- 
riat. The permanent corps of military instruction 
numbers 187 men. The strength of the first division 
of the army, as distinguished from the landwehr, is 
17,105 men; of the second, 14,644; of the third, 12,078; 
of the seventh, 15,125; and of the eighth, 15,688. 
When stxck was taken in December, the Federal 
arsenals contained 142.058 repeating rifles, 3,044 car- 
bines, 798 revolvers, 131,826 ordiniry breech-loaders 
of different calibres, and 32,309,700 cartridges. Con- 
sidering that the expenditure of the Federal Govern- 
ment for every purpose, the military budget included, 
does not reach a million and a quarter sterling, this 
result cannot be deemed unsatisfactory, and if other 
powers could be induced to arrange their armies and 
their armaments on a system like the Swiss system, 
and bring their expenditure to the same modest scale, 
Europe would be spared some portentous present bur- 
dens and many future dangers. 

PROVIDED the present struggle in the East is confined 
to the two Powers which have just entered upon active 
operations, says the Army and Navy Gazette, it may be 
accepted as doaltful whether there will be much op- 
portupity for naval warfare. It is freely admitted by 
the leading Russian service journal that there is little 
prospect of the Black Sea Fleet coping successfully 
with Turkish ironclads. But 'orpedves, im the use of 
which the Russians have been perfecting themselves, 
wil be largely used, and already all accessible pviats 
are being protected by these weapons. Submarine 
mines have been laid at several points along the Black 
Sea coast, between the roadstead of Pu ti and the mouth 
of the Tcholsk, and the Turkish Fleet may find its ac- 
tion terribly hampered by these means. Russian tor- 
pedo boats may also be expected to do effective work. 
Glancing at the preparations being made by other 
Powers in the event of national interests being im- 
perilled, we find Italy ordering her fleet to be ready for 
immediate service. Germany, it is understood, pro- 
poses to commisslon severe] additional men-of-war for 
sa service. The Americin squadron in the Mediter- 
ranean is also being reinforceu, and, as for ourselves, 
we may fairly be stated to be as ‘‘ ready for anything” 
at this moment as we should ever be. ‘The majority of 
the ships in reserve atthe home ports are well for- 
ward, and although the fleet in the Mediterranean has 
been slightly reduced sinc: it left Besika Bay, the 
British flag will be strongly represented at the Pirceus, 
where the ships are about to assemble. 

FIELD ARTIL ERY, according to the Jatest theory and 
practice, remarks Broad Arrow, is to show itself prac- 
ticelly unescorted in the forefront of the fight. In this 
position, should it escape annihilation from the op- 
posing smali-arm fire, it is extremely liable to surprise 
or to the capture of its guns by a rush of infantry un- 
der cover, or by ac:valry charge. Such considera- 
tions point to the necessi'y for sume Jast resource, some 

pis ailer in the moment of need. The escorts being 
abolished, surely the gun detachments should be more 
than ever capable of self-defence; and yet the propor- 
tion of carbines has been reduced one-half, two only 
being allotted to a gun detachment by the latest regu- 
lation. The French arm every gunoer uf a detach- 
ment of field artillery with «a carbine, nor can we 
detect any marked slowness or awkwardness in the 
service of their guns. If it e held tuat acarbineslung 
on the body as carried by the French field gunner is 
liable to hamper a man in his actions, the intruduc'ion 
of a pistol for gunners might prove desirable. When 
it was the custom to affurd guns constant protection in 
the shape of the escorts now abandoned, it was essen- 
tial that gunners should devvte their exclusive atten- 
tion to their own distinctive arm. As, however, they 
are now liable to be culled upon to defend themselves 
in a melée, the question naturally suggests itself—are 
two carbines tightly strapped to a limbcr, with every 
regaid to neatnees, adequate provision for the defence 
of eight otherwise unarmed men? 


Lizvut.-CoLt. Martin, Box-grove, Guildford, late 
Commanding 4th (the King’s Own) Royals, writes to 
the London Zimes on the subject of an “ International 
Anti-Torpedo Asseciation,” which he is about to set 
on foot. Hesays: ‘‘ When explosive bullets and chain 
shot were invented and actually used in war, nations 
unsnimously agreed to discontinue theiz use and pro- 
hibited their manufacture; yet explosive bullets and 
chain shot, it must be admitted, are harmless as co 
pared with torpedoes. Poisoning: is prohibited in 
war, Why not prohibit torpedoes, which are actually 
more subtle and deadly than poison, there being no 
antidote to or escape fromthem? Several clever arti- 
sans have alreidy been killed by merely purping 
com, ressed air into the tails of unloaded fish torpe- 
does. Had these torpedoes been loaded with gun 
cotton for service on board ship, and even if one of 
them exploded from careless handling during - ction 
while compressed air was being supplied to start it, or 
if by chance a shot or shell struck the sbip at the time 
of starting a fish torpedo on its death track, the fear- 
ful consequences may be easily imagined. Asa proof 
that Governments appreciate the danger they incur by 
the use of torpedoes, I may here state that it is well 
known that after the Austro-Italian war all the picked- 
up torpedoes p.oved to be ‘dummies’ It is our 
bouoden duty to keep pace with other coun'ries, but 
every one will admi' that the sooner the International 
Anti-Torpedo Association bas accomplished its task 
thie better for the cause of humanity.” 


WHEN the rifle known as the ‘‘ model 1874,” which 
at present forms the srmament of the French infantry, 
was adopted, it was recognized that the existing in- 
struction in musketry given to the French soldier was 
not sufficient to teach him tv develope to the utmost 
the power of the new and improved weapon. A 
special commission was consequently appointed to re- 
port on the changes which it would be desirable to 
make in the regulations for small-arm practice issued 
in 1872. This body has lately finished its labors, and 
the alterations recommended by it in the course of 
musketry instr ction for the army have been embodied 
in a decree just issued by the Minister of War. Each 
soldier is now to fire 100 rounds of ball-cartridge, 
sixty separately and forty in volley and skirmishing 
firing. Of the first sixty rounds, six are to be fired 
standing at 100 meires range, six standing at 200 
metres, and six kneeling at the same distance; six 
kneeling and six standing at 300 metres; six standing 
and six lying down at 400 metres; six kneeling and six 
lying down at 500; and six kneeling at 600 metres. 
Two classes of. targets are to be used; the one being 
round, with a diameter of 1°5 metres; the other rec- 
tangular, two metres in height and one metre broad. 
At the 100 metres range the round target is to be 
uced, with a circle half a metre in diameter, with a 
vertical and horizontal axis painted on it. At 200 and 
300 metres the same target is to be employed, but the 
circle is to have a diameter of one metre. At 400 and 
500 metres two of the rectangular targets are to be 
placed alongside und touching one another; while at 600 
yards three of the same targets are to be disposed ina 
similar manner. 

THE origin of the Russian railway system dates back 
tu 1838, but its present dimensions are the result of 
more recent activity. The first line was the short route 
from St. Petersburg to Zarskoje-Selo and Pawlosk, 
and the road from Warsaw to the Austrian frontier 
was built immediately afterwards. Then followed the 
great line, callei the Nicholas Railway, from St. 
Petersburg to Moscow, which occupied nine years in 
building and was completed in 1851. Enormous sub- 
sidies were offered in the beginning of the present em- 
peror’s reign, which had the effect of procuring the 
organization up to 1875 of fifty railway companies, 
twenty of which were guaranteed to the ful! amount 
of their capital, in additign to protection on manufac- 
tures so far as it was desired; twenty received partial 
guarantees, and ten were able to build without govern- 
ment aid. An idea of the part the government has had 
in the opening up of the interior may be best obtained 
from the guarantees for ten years:

A CORRESPONDENT of the London 7Zimes, ‘‘ H. Beer,” 
comes to the deience of the Bashi-Bazouks.

The term Bashi-Bazouk is applied to most, if not all, 
the irreguiar soldiery of Turkey, including the Circas- 
sians, who emigrated from their country at its final 
subjugation by Russia some years since, the prime 
agents of the bloody massacres in Bulgariu. And 
were it possible to transport a tribe of Indians to that 
country, set them on the war path, and with license to 
gatber us many scalps as possible, they would be 
veritable Bashi Bizouks, So tbe term is a very com- 
prebensive one, »nd I think I shall be able to con- 
vince yvur readers by a record of personal experience 
that it is not »lways synonymous with everything that 
is vile and odi-us. During the Russian war Gen. 
Beatson, commissioned by Her Majesty’s government, 
raised a body of irregular cavalry in Turkey. They 
consisted of + ight regiments, officered by Englishmen, 
and amounted to about 3,000 men, comprising Albani- 
ans, Arsbs, .\nntolians, Kurds, Bosnians, and other 
nationalities. In October, 1855, I was attached to the 
6th regiment (Anatulians) of this force, commanded by 





Lieut.-Col. O'Reilly, then encamped at the Dardanelles, i 


and remained with them up to the period of their dis 
bandment, in August, 1856. I cannot s so con- 
fidently of the other regiments, though I have every 
reason to believe their conduct would favorably com- 
pare with regular troops, but that of my own regiment 
was exemplary. The men were temperate, tractable, 
and always ig to respond to the call of duty. At 
the Dardanelles, Shumla, Arnaut-keui, and in their 
march through Asia Minor, they con: ucted themselves 
generally as soldiers who knew the meaning of esprit 
de corps, and were on good terms with the inhabitants, 
and if any man misconducted himself he met due 
reprobaticn at the hands of his comrades. At dis- 
bandment in Tarsus we parted with mutual expres- 
sions of regret, and these Anatolians declared that if 
the ‘Sultana of Enghilterra” wanted help at any 
future time they wouid rally in thousands round her 
banner. 

Tue London Daily News thus describes a remark- 
able picture by a French artist, M. Pichio, now om 
exhibition in London. It representsa scene during the 
‘*Commune of 1871,” when the troops were bringing 
mitrailleuses to bear upon the insurgents. It isa] 
canvas, measuring more than nine feet long and six 
feet high, and this ar ple field becomes a most awful 
Akeldama, with the crowded group of men, women 
and children in every attitude of agony, fierce rage 
and despair in death; others, calm as martyrs, con- 
fronting the cruel guns blazing before them. The 
scene is one too dreadful to look upon, for M. Pichio, 
with a powerful and most truth-telling brush and tbe 
most extraordinary nerve, has not shruok from paint- 
ing every horror that his imagination could picture, 
partly from what he actually saw with bis own eves, 
and partly from a description which appeared in the 
Daily News at the time. We look from heaps of dead 
to the principal group of some thirty or forty fir res 
under the wall of the cemetery; prominent stands & 
dignified and refined looking person, bis gray head un- 
covered, bis breast bared and on hi3 arm the red cross 
of the ambulance. He grasps the hand of a friend 
who sinks, but he himself is only wounded sligh'ly-. 
A mother falls with a boy in her arms together, and 
another woman behind, like a petroleuse, spared for 
an instant, raises her arm to her head as if against the 
storm of bullets, while, above this group, a red-haired 
map, with a mad, furious face, shakes the red scarf in 
wild defiance. Further on along the wall the same 
groups of fivures, falling under the tire of the soldiers 
are seen, till the eye rests upon the gloomy breadth 0} 
the great city all dark and sombre in the gray of 
morning. Turning from the bloody work, which the 
artist, with perhaps a pardouable satire, calls ‘* The 
Triumph of Order,” there are certain touches of mean- 
ing to be found in the picture besides the general 
record of events almost too inhuman to be believed. 
Among the fresh and flourishing green trees around 
the graves appears a cross, and beneath these trees two 
officers in command stand, one of whom fires his 
revolver at a poor wounded, struggling man trying to 
escape. On the wall, which has taken the name of 
‘* Le Mar des Communistes” instead of ‘‘ Le Mur de 
Charonne,” amid the marke of the bullets and the 
blood of the victims, are still to be read the mocking 
words which were one of the cries of the Communists, 
“ Vive Vhumanité!” just above the figure of 4 


beard, who seems to contemplate the ebb of his life 
blood quite placidly.
